Russia 


LONDON, Nov. 6 (AP)—Foreign 

Commissar Vyacheslav M. Molotov 
expressed Soviet disapproval of se- 
«recy on atomic energy in a Mos- 
cow address today and declared 
the war discovery must not be 
used for either oppressions or 
power politics. 

“There ought to be no secrecy 
about the subject,” he said, adding 
that atomic energy had yet to 
prove its value in preventing ag- 
gression or in the cause of peace. 

“We shall have atomic energy 
and much else besides,” Molo- 
tov’s Russian audience was told. 

Speaking at ceremonies opening 
Russia's observance of the twen- 
ty-eighth anniversary of the Soviet 
revolution, Molotov also called for 
full Allied control of Japan. 

He said no satisfactory solution 
had yet been reached regarding 
that question, “but the importance 
of satisfactory results is clear to 
all.” 

The Foreign Commissar appar- 
ently was designated to make the 
traditional anniversary address in 
place of Generalissimo Stalin, who 
has just returned to Moscow from 
a month’s vacation. Stalin, a 
broadcast by the Moscow radio 
said, was designated honorary 
chairman of the proceedings. 

On Collaboration. 

Molotov was quoted in the 
broadcast as stating that the 
war-born British-Soviet-American 
coalition was being tested in peace 
and that the failure of the recent 
London conference of Foreign 
Ministers was a warning of pit- 
falls ahead. 

“But difficulties arose before, 
too,” he added. “The coalition, 
however, always found a solution 
in the interests of all.” 

“Only joint collaboration of all 
countries that bore the brunt of 
the war can secure the success of 
the new international (peace) or- 
ganization,” Molotov said. “Ex- 

ressions of good intentions are 

ot enough. The Soviet Union 
was and will be a reliable bul- 
wark in the defense of peace, and 
is ready to prove it not only by 
words but by deeds.” 

Atomic Bomb and Imperialism. 

As recorded by the Soviet mon- 
itor, Molotov said: 

“After the victory, some people 
abroad are exerting efforts in sup- 
port of a policy of imperialism. 

“In this regard we must men- 
tion the discovery of atomic en- 
erzy and the atomic bomb, the 
use of which showed its tremen- 
dous destructive power in the war 
against Japan. 

“Atomic energy has not, how- 
ever, yet proved its value in the 
prevention of aggression and the 
cause of peace. 

“On the other hand, at the pres- 
ent time there cannot exist any 
large-scale technical secrets which 
could remain the property of a 
single country or any small circle 
of states. Therefore the discov- 
ery of atomic energy must not

JAP MONOPOLIES TO DISBAND 


‘Mitsui, Mitsubishi, Sumitomo and Yasuda to 


Be Dissolved to Aid Democratic De- 
velopment of Economy. 


TOKYO, Nov. 6 (AP) — Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur today gave 
orders stripping Japan’s four 
greatest financial families of con- 
trol of their vast commercial and 


industrial empires and gave notice 
of -his intention to break up all 
such combines to “aid Japanese 
economice development along 
peaceful, democratic lines.” 

The Japanese Government was 
ordered to prepare immediately 
to dissolve Mitsui, Mitsubishi, 
Sumitomo and Yasuda Zaibatsu 
and their holding companies. 

A survey issued by MacArthur 
showed that there was a close 
prewar relationship between these 
organizations and American bank- 
ing and business institutions, as 
well as other firms throughout 
the world. 

MacArthur told the Government 
to set up a holding company liqui- 
dation association to direct the 


dissolution under indirect Allied 
control and warned that all poli- 
cies and personnel must have his 
approval. 

The Japanese government also 
was told by Allied headquarters to 
submit a report within 10 days on 
detailed operations of the Kempei 
Tai, the disbanded military police, 
and the names and present where- 
abouts of its principal officials. 

Along with the directive aimed 
at the great Zaibatsu interests 
with their ramifications, the su- 
preme Allied commander said he 
intended to smash all such com- 
bines so as to permit “wider dis- 
tribution of income and ownership 
of the means of production and 
trade in Japan and to aid the 
Japanese economic development 
along peaceful, democratic lines.” 

The government also was di- 
rected to take immediate steps to 
“terminate and prohibit Japanese

FIVE EXPRESS BUS 
ROUTES 10 BEGIN 
SERVICE MONDAY 


Applications for Lines 
and for New Rate 
Schedule Approved — 
90-Day Trial Period. . 


Plans of the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. to begin operation of 
five new express bus routes next 
Monday were announced today by 
C. M. Gray, vice president and 
operations manager of the com- 


pany. 

This followed approval by the 
Board of Public Service of the 
company’s application to operate 
the express line for a 90-day trial 


period and authorization by the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion in Jefferson City to put a 
new schedule of fares for express 
busses into effect Monday. 

The new rate schedule calls for 
a straight 10-cent fare without 
transfer privileges on express 
busses and a weekly pass rate of 
$1.50, which would be good on all 
Public Service street cars and 
busses. No changes were made in 
fares on local busses and street- 
cars. 

In its order, the Public Service 
Commission granted the company 
permission to publish the new rate 
schedule with one day’s notice in- 
stead of the usual 30-day notice. 
The commission’s authorization 
was on a permanent basis, al- 
though it is subject to modifica- 
tion after expiration of the 90-day 
trial period imposed by the Board 
of Public Service, 

90-Day Trial Period. 

For the 90-day trial period ex- 
press busses would be added to the 
following local bus routes: Natural 
Bridge, Delmar, Lindell (both 
Clayton and Richmond Heights 
divisions), Lindenwood and Chero- 
kee. 

Conditions under which the city 
board approved the company’s ap- 
plication call for express busses to 
be operated Monday through Fri- 
day of each week, except on legal 
holidays. Express service, the 
board said; will be between the 
hours of 7 a.m. and 6 p.m 

The board suggested that the 
name of the Cherokee express bus 
be changed to South Side express 
bus, because the route of the ex- 
press busses does not conform en- 
tirely to that of the present 
Cherokee line.

MANILA PRIEST 
DESCRIBES JAP 
MASSACRE OF 
OOOO CIVILIANS 


Men Exposed to U, S. 
Fire, Burned, Stabbed 
— 11-Year-Old Girl 
Shows Scars of 38 Bay- 
onet Wounds.

MANILA, Nov. 6 (AP)—A Span- 
ish priest and a Filipino laborer, 
testifying at the war crimes trial 
of Lt. Gen, Tomoyuki Yamashita, 
recounted today the _ starvation, 
torture and massacre of 6000 Fili- 
pino and Chinese civilians by 
Japanese troops before the recap- 
ture of Manila last spring. 

The Rev. Belarmino Decelis of 
the Spanish Augustinian Order 
said that last Feb. 5 the Japanese 
jammed the 6000 civilians into the 
church of St. Augustine, oldest 
building in Manila. 

The men were thrown into the 
old dungeons which served the 


Spanish 100 years ago. Women 
and children, he said, were kept 
without food in the church com- 
pound until they were so hungry 
they ate the grass and roots of 
the patio gardens, 

On Feb. 9, the men were taken 
out and forced to stand in the 
open streets under heavy artillery 
fire and then marched to Fort | 
Santiago, where burning and kill- 
ing took place. 

Juan Paloda, the Filipino, testi- 
fied he was one of 100 packed into 
a stone dungeon 20 feet square. 
He was stabbed and left for dead 
in a pit with £00 other bodies, 

Defense attorneys sought to 
show that the civilians in the his- 
toric old area might have died in 
the all-out American attack made 
with tanks, point-blank artillery 
fire, grenades and flame-throwers. 

Earlier, an ll-year-old girl, Rosa- 
linda Andoy, showed the military 
commission conducting the trial 
the scars of 38 bayonet wounds. 
She sobbed softly as she told of 
her mistreatment and the death 
of her family at the hands of the 
Japanese. 

Her father was taken away to 
be murdered and her mother and 
her aunts were bayonetted before 
her eyes. Even while her mother 
told her to “be a good girl, dear- 
est,” a Japanese used the woman 
for a live bayonet target, the frail 
girl testified. 

Sister Nelly, a nun of the Order 
of St. Paul, recounted how a doc- 
tor was killed in cold blood as he 


Cornelius Van Russell, who had 
been wounded fatally when he 
sought to remonstrate with the 
Japanese. The Japanese doused 
the doctor and his patient with 
gasoline, hung them to lamp posts 
and set them afire, she testified.

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Fre rogs With Transplanted Hearts 
Living After Year, Russians Report 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP)— 
Details of the results of a Russian 
scientist's experiments in trans- 
planting the hearts of animals 
were given today in the Soviet 
Information Bulletin, published by 
the Russian Embassy. 

The success of the scientist, 
Prof, Sinitsin, of the Gorky Medi- 
cal Institute, in transplanting the 
hearts of frogg,and in grafting a 
second heart on cats, dogs and 
rabbits, 
nounced. The Bulletin gave this 
description of his work:

| Lewis’s amendment to refer the 
composition of the important 
executive committee back to the 
‘rules committee for further con- 
sideration. He obtained also in- 
direct permission for delegates to 
make public statements, despite 

a conference plan to channel pub- 
|licity through an official publicity 
| Comamittee. 

Lewis was insistent that his 
United Mine Workers and the 
| Railway Brotherhoods be repre- 
sented on an eight-member execu- 
tive committee, which will direct 
the work of the conference and 
supervise the work of the other 
committees. 

Lewis's victory on the executive 
committee issue was confirmed 
at the afternoon session when the 
conference, without discussion and... 
without a di SaPAting vote, ap- 
proved an amended report by the 
rules committee recommending an 
executive committee of 16 mem- 
ay of whom eight would repre- 
sent the management groups, 
‘three the AFL, three the cIoO, 
|one the Railway Brotherhoods 
‘and one the United Mine Work- 
ers. 


Whitney Demands Seat. 

| Before the vote was taken a 
telegram was received from A. F. 
| Whitney, president of the Brother- 
‘hood of Railway Trainmen, de- 
mending representation at the 
conference and warning that, if 
this brotherhood was denied 
'représentation, it could not be 
“morally bound” by the results 
\of the sessions. The telegram 
'was referred to the new execu- 
tive committee. 

Management delegates, although 
|they would not speak for publica- 
tion, were quietly amused and 
pleased by the dissension within 
the labor groups. The situation is 
a reversal of the similar 1919 con- 
ference when management repre- 
sentatives were divided and labor, 
as represented by the AFL under 
the late Samuel Gompers, pre- 
sented a united front. 

Charges Lewis “Blitz.” 

Murray charged at the morning 
session that Lewis was conduct- 
ing a “veritable blitz” to get on 
the executive committee, explain- 
ing that he was quoting what 
newspaper men had told him this 
morning while the rules commit- 
tee was still working on its report, 

Lewis retorted that this was an 
“absurd statement,” and that he 
did “not like Mr. Murray’s despi- 
cable and Germanic terminology” 
to describe his position. After 
'Murray had again explained that 


-he was using words that he had 
heard, that he had a high regard 
for the United Mine Workers and 
that it was not his desire to “ap- 
ply Hitler-like tactics to anybody,” 
Lewis replied that he did not give 
“a tinker’s malediction” what 
Murray thought or desired. 

“I represent as many human 
beings as any other delegate at 
this conference,” Lewis intoned, 
“and the United Mine Workers, as 
a matter of right, is entitled to a 
representative on the executive 
committee, which I understand 
will be the most important com- 
mittee of the conference.” 

Supported by Green. 

Partly as a matter of internal 
labor politics, Lewis had the sup- 
port of President William Green 
of the AFL, who proposed that 
Lewis and T C. Cashen, a labor 
delegate representing Railway 
Brotherhoods, be given two of 
the eight places on the executive 
committee. Under Green's plan, 
the AFL, the CIO, the UMWA and 
the brotherhoods would each have 
one delegate on the committee, 
while the National Association of 
Manufacturers and the United 
States Chamber of Commerce 
would each have two. The orig- 
inal agenda called for two mem- 
bers each from the CIO and the 
AFL.

Plan Also Calls for 
Racial Equality — Soe- 


karno Says Hague Has 
No Reasonable Answer 
to Problems.

BATAVIA, Nov. 6 (AP)—The 
Government of The Netherlands 
‘East Indies, trying to restore 
order in this land wracked by a 
struggle for independence, made 
public today a plan for “rapid 
development of Indonesia as a 
partner in a kingdom which will be 
constructed to guarantee the self- 
respect of all member-peoples.” 

H. J. Van Mook, acting governor 
genera] of the Indies, who released 
the program, disclosed that it 
had been presented more than a 
week ago to Indonesian national- 
ist leaders as a basis for settle- 
ment of their demands. He ex- 
pressed his hope for a speedy re- 
turn of order to Java so that a 
round table conference might be 
convened to discuss all aspects of 
his proposals. 

His statement was issued in an 
atmosphere of growing tension, 


emphasized by a new outbreak of | 


street fighting in Batavia between 
Indonesian extremists and Dutch 
troops. ] 

Indonesian leaders were re- 
ported to have urged Van Mook 
not to release the document, fear- 
ing that his proposals—which are 
far short of their demands—would 
only increase the gulf between 
their people and the Dutch. 

Soekarno’s Reply. 

Soekarno, self-styled president 
-of the “Indonesian republic” said 
in a statement that the Dutch 
had no reasonable answer for the 
difficulties and “know they are 
unequal to the task of imposing 
their domination on us.” 

“As long as the world sees no 
way out of the present impasse 
except by supporting the Dutch 
claim to Indonesia, that long In- 
donesia will be unable to con- 
tribute its material wealth to the 
enrichment of the world,” Soe- 
karno said. 

The nationalist leader said his 
“republic,” when recognized would 
assume all debts of the Dutch 
East Indies and hand over prop- 
- erty to rightful foreign owners, 
except properties needed by the 
state. He asserted that his “re- 
public” intended to take a plage in 
the United Nations Organization 
and adhere to the San Francisco 
Charter. He promised a general 
election. Large credits and ship- 
ments of manufactured goods 
would be sought from the United 
States, he added. 

Race Equality Offer. 

In essence, Van Mook's state- 
ment was a repetition of previous 
Dutch offers to grant the In- 
donesians self government and in- 
dependence within the limits of 
a Dutch commonwealth, but it 
was reinforced by assurances of 
racial equality and full partner- 
ship with The Netherlands. 

“Room will be made for the 
development of business of every 
size for all racial groups and the 
participation of Indonesians, Indo- 
chinese and Indo-Arabs in big 

business will be furthered,” the 
statement declared. 

“The central government of 
this country will have to be re- 
constructed by legal process in 
such a way that it will consist 
of a democratic representative 
body with a substantial majority 
of Indonesian members and a 
council of ministers under a gov- 
ernor general as the representa- 
tive of the crown,” Van Mook 
said. 

He asserted, however, that in 

the interests of restoring order it 
was necessary that all arms “which 
have been passed over legally by 
the Japanese or which have been 
stolen must be restored to the Al- 
lies and the carrying of arms must 
be restricted to peoples legally en- 
titled or licensed to do so.” 
_.“It is daqubly necessary to Tfe- 
.store order to enable us to pro- 
ceed with the nomination of rep- 
resentatives by a general consul- 
‘tation that is free of threats and 
intimidation,” Van Mook added. 

He promised to bring to justice 
all those “who knowingly and ac- 
tively harmed their co-citizens and 

_ their country” by collaboration 

with the Japanese. 

Fighting in Batavia. 

An increase in tension at the 
' Soerabaja naval base in eastern 
Java was acknowledged by British 
headquarters today as Indonesian 
extremists and Dutch troops con- 
tinued a desultory exchange of 
rifle and machine-gun fire in the 
streets of Batavia. 

Unofficial reports said the shoot- 
ing in Batavia started when four 
hand grenades were thrown into 
the Dutch barracks. 


212 REFUGEE CAMPS TAKEN 
OVER IN BAVARIA BY UNRRA 


BAD TOLZ, Germany, Nov. 6 
(AP)—The United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration 
has taken over the internal ad- 
ministration of 212 displaced per- 
sons camps containing 248,179 Al- 
lied nationals in Bavaria, Lt. Gen. 
Lucian K. Truscott Jr. said yes- 
terday. 

The military government which 
has been sharing administrative 
responsibility with UNRRA will 
continue to handle supply, com- 
munications and transport for the 
camps, he said. 

Only six camps will.be retained 
under contro] of the Third Army 
which handled more than 4,000,000 
homeless persons in its sweep 
across Europe.

| Minor Changes in Agenda. 

The report made several minor 
changes in the original agenda pre- 
pared by top representatives of 
management and labor, working 
with Secretary of Commerce Wal- 
lace and Secretary Schwellen- 
bach. The most important pro- 
posed change was left for further 
consideration. This referred to 
the original proposal that any fi- 
nal conference recommendation, to 
be adopted, should have the as- 
sent of at least 15 members each 
of the labor and management 
groups. This is a very high pro- 
portion and was proposed because 
the agenda makers wanted the fi- 
nal recommendations to reflect the 
‘overwhelming opinion within both 
groups. A lower figure probably 
will be recommended. 

Changes proposed by the rules 
committee included the. recom- 
mendation that the permanent 
rules group be enlarged to eight 
members, and a revision of the 
agenda to change the language 
that “a daily press conference is 
to be held” to read that “a daily 
press conference may be held.” 

When the delegates and their al- 


ternates assembled in the Labor. 


Department auditorium for the 
second-day session, there were ru- 
mors that the rules committee 
had not been able te agree, al- 
though it had been appointed yes- 
terday afternoon and that* the 
cause was Lewis’s demand that 
the UMW be represented on the 
executive committee. 
Day's Session Starts Late. 


The conference opened 50 min- 
utes late, and it looked as though 
the committee report would be 
adopted without discussion. Then 
Lewis 2zrose impressively to make 
a “parliamentary inquiry.” He 
wanted to know whether the pro- 
vision for the press conferences 
“precluded the right of a delegate 
to make a public statement.” 

After the chair announced that 


his topic had not been discussed 
by the rules committee, and that 
it was a question for the confer- 
ence, the _ fast-thinking Lewis 
asked whether, in the absence of 
a committee recommendation, a 
delegate was free to exercise the 
right to make public statements. 
Again, the chair ruled that this 
was a subject for the conference 
itself. This difficulty was resolved 
when Eric Johnston, president of 
the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, said there would be no 
gag rule so far as management 
was concerned. 

The importance of the Lewis 
maneuver was evident when he 
demanded to know the “complex- 
ion” of the prospective executive 
committee. The members of this 
committee in theory will be ap- 
pointed ‘by the chairman, Judge 
‘Walter P. Stacy, but actually the 
names will be agreed on by the 
top labor and management dele- 
gates. Told that the,rules com- 
mittee had not considered this 
question, Lewis “suggested” that 
this question be “held in abey- 
ance” until the personnel could be 
agreed on. 


At this point Murray clashed 
with his former colleague and 


present enemy. Speaking slowly, 
he reported the “veritable blitz”

Cashen Perplexed. 

Green came to Lewis’ defense 
and proposed that Lewis and 
Cashen be given places on the 
executive committee. Cashen ex- 
plained that the organization from 
which he was appointed, the Rail- 
way Labor Executives’ Associa- 
tion, was not affiliated with the 
AFL or the CIO, and that he 
could not understand why Whit- 
ney had changed his mind about 
not attending the conference. 

Lewis then explained that he 
had not made an issue over the 
fact that the UMW had not been 
included on the publicity commit- 
tee because he had established the 
right of a delegate to make public 
statements. No such arrangement, 
he continued, could be made about 
the executive committee, and he 
demanded a place on it, Adoption 
of his amendment gave him two 
victories, one on publicity, and 
reconsideration by the rules com- 
mittee of the executive committee 
personnel. 

The morning session concluded 
by a rising vote of thanks to Maj.

Lewis Heckles Speaker. 

The principal formal speech of 
the day was delivered in the after- 
noon by H. W. Prentiss Jr., presi- 
dent: of the Armstrong Cork Co.

AFL Opposes Injecting Wage Issue 
in Conference, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP)— 
The CIO has opened a fight to get 
the wage-increase issue before the 
labor-management conference. The 
AFL joined management delegates 
in opposing discussion of the wage 
question. 

John L. Lewis, who sat silent 
yesterday as the lone delegate of 
the unaffiliated United Mine 
Workers, wou'd not tell reporters 
his stand on the wage question. 

A hint that Lewis would support 
the AFL stand was found in his 
UMW Journal, organ of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers. A Journal ed- 
itorial said the agenda already 
was long enough to keep the con- 
ference going “until the milenni- 
um arrives” and broad enough to 
“accommodate one of the Navy’s 
newest battle wagons.” 

CIO President Philip Murray 
pleaded yesterday that the 36 del- 
egates thresh out the wage ques- 
tion on the spot. 

Murray declared that the coun- 
try faces a “major collapse in la- 
bor-management' relations”  be- 
cause of industry’s reluctance to 
negotiate on labor’s demand for 
restoration of the loss in wartime 
take-home pay. 

William Green, AFL president, 
who spoke late yesterday, said that 
inclusion of wages, full employ- 
ment and legislative matters on 
the agenda “would make failure of 
the conference a foregone conclu- 
sion.” 

“For obvious reasons, these are 
questions which should be dealt 
with between labor and manage- 
ment through collective bargain- 
ing on an industrial or plant ba- 
sis,” Green said. 

Management spokesmen, who 
did not mention the point in their 


opening talks, previously have 
stated they would not be willing 


to arbitrate either wage questions 
or disciplinary cases. 

They held that the handling of 
disciplinary cases was part of the 
prerogative of management, but 
said arbitration was acceptable in 
disputes arising out of contract in- 
terpretations. 

Secretary of Labor Schwellen- 
bach scolded both labor and man- 
agement for practices he said con- 
tributed to bad labor relations, 

To remedy jurisdictional dis- 
putes, he suggested that perhaps 
labor should have a “czar” like 
the baseball and movie industries. 

Management has been remiss 
too often, Schwellenbach went on, 
in failing to have its top execu- 
tives conduct labor relations and 
leaving them in the hands of the 
“office-boy union-buffer” type of 
industrial relations man who “will 
always end up in disaster.”

PEARL HARBOR 
INQUIRY HALTED, 
TWO OF GROUP SAY 


Republicans Assert, ‘We 
Will Get Only the Facts 
Army and Navy Wish 
to Give Us.’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP)— 
|'Two Republican members of the 
'congressional committee  investi- 
'gating the Pearl Harbor disaster 
| asserted today the inquiry “has 
been brought to a halt.” 
Representative Gearhart (Rep.), 
California, told the House that “a 
true investigation” had _ been 


stopped through adoption by the 


committee of a rule denying indi- 
vidual members full access to se- 
cret government files. 

Representative Keefe (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, arose to agree with 
Gearhart’s remarks and to add: 
“The procedure thus far clearly 
indicates we will get only the facts 
the Army and Navy wish to give 
us.” 

“Someone didn’t want us to have 


full access to the files so we were 
deprived of the right,” Gearhart 
said. “Unless we regain this right 
the investigation will never be one 
like the people of America want.” 
Gearhart referred to the inter- 
ception of coded Japanese mes- 
sages before the Pearl Harbor at- 
tack, and said they indicated 
clearly that Japan was about to 
strike. He asserted, however, that 
“not a word of warning went 
forth” to the Army and Navy com- 
manders in the Pacific. 

Keefe interrupted then to assert 
that a Capt. Kramer, whom he did 
not identify otherwise is “one of 
the most vital and important” wit- 
nesses in the investigation, but 
that committee members are not 
allowed to see him. 

Keefe told the House _ that 
Kramer now is in a psychopathic 
ward at Bethesda (Md.), Naval 
Hospital and “whole legions of 
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stories have arisen about the man- 
ner in which he was broken down 
in mind and in health.” 

“T’m surprised they’ye_ only 
locked him up; I’m surprised he 
hasn't been liquidated,” comment- 
ed Representative Short (Rep.), 
Missouri. 

Senator Brooks (Rep.), Illinois, 
told Republican members of the 
committee that they ought to re- 
sign unless they got permission to 
investigate the disaster as _ indi- 
viduals. In a Senate speech, 
Brooks asserted that the minority 
had a responsibiliy to “dig in be- 
hind the majority views and find 
the facts.” 

Previously Senator Lucas 
(Dem.), Illinqjs, had accused Sen- 
ators Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, 
and Brewster (Rep.), Maine, mi- 
nority members of the inquiry 
committee, of attempting to “try 
your case in the newspapers and 
on the Senate floor.” 

Earlier, two of the committee- 
men said the investigators had 
called specifically for the files of 
the late President Roosevelt’s cor- 
respondence with former Prime 
Minister Churchill. 

They said the request was made 
in a letter signed by William D. 
Mitchell, committee counsel, and 
that it listed other subjects also, 
These members, asking not to be 
identified by name, told a reporter 
the items wanted were listed spe- 
cifically because of the physical 
problem involved in searching the 
voluminous White House files 
made available to the committee. 
Mitchell’s letter, they _ said, 
asked for any existing Roosevelt- 
Churchill correspondence on the 
Atlantic Charter, The charter was 
publicized Aug. 14, 1941, nearly 
four months before the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor.

Wiley Reads Letter From 
President in Senate— 
Debate Over Policies 
Follows. 


(AP)— 
A disclosure that President Tru- 


man has informed Senator Wiley 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, that Congress 
should take responsibility in draft- 
ing a national defense program 
plunged the Senate into debate 
over Truman’s policies today. 

Wiley read the letter to the Sen- 
ate and asserted that he thought 
a conference, similar to the labor- 
management meeting now under 
way, should be called on peace- 
time conscription. 

Wiley criticized the labor-man- 
agement conference, however, as 
unrepresentative, He said it lacks 
any representation of the public, 
independent organized labor and 
unorganized labor, 

Like Truman, but—— 

He said he and many of his col- 
leagues like Truman, but “find in- 
creasing dissatisfaction welling up 
in our minds on the actions of 
Harry Truman the statesman.” 

“The President makes a wage 
speech which goes up the hill and 
back down again and leaves the 
Situation as badly muddled as be- 
fore,” Wiley declared. 

“The President pleads for a pro- 
gram which out-New Deals the 
New Deal, which item for item 
sounds like a CIO handout. ‘Spend, 
Spend, spend,’ with never a heed 
as to where and how the money is 
coming from.” 

Senator Hatch (Dem.), New 
Mexico, described Wiley’s criticism 
of the President as a partisan at- 
tack. 

“Next to international peace I 
think there is no more important 
question before this country than 
domestic peace in relations of la- 
bor and capital,” Hatch said. “I 
applaud the President for calling 
the conference, regardless of what 
the outcome is.” 

Hatch said that Truman was be- 
ing criticized in the Senate for 
the first time for “lack of states- 
manship” whereas the late Presi- 
dent Rodsevelt had been under 
frequent attack “for too much 
leadership.” 

Hatch said he was not defending 
President Truman, “because the 
President will be judged by the 
American people in the proper 
American way.”

withdrawn shortly from north 
China, probably by Dec. 5, it was 
reported unofficially here today. 
Facts seem to support the re- 
port, for the Marines virtually 
have completed their mission 
there—helping to restore order 
and disarm the Japanese. 


There are isolated groups of 
Japanese who have not been dis- 
armed, but Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek’s central government 
troops, who are beginning to ar- 
rive in north China in large num- 
bers should have the situation in 
hand by that time. 

(A dispatch from Peiping said 
Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer, 
commanding American forces in 
China, arrived there today from 
the United States, and was sched- 
uled to confer immediately with 
top-ranking American Marine, 
Army and Navy officers. He flew 
directly to north China via Tokyo, 
rather than by way of Chungking. 
Wedemeyer was met by Maj. Gen. 
Keller Rockey, commander of the 


Third Marine Amphibious Corps, 
and other high Army and Navy 
officers.) 

Mostly Police Problem Now. 

In towns now occupied by the 
Marines in north China, except in 
the case of Chinwangteo possibly, 
there are no disorders which can- 


not be handled by local police and 
Kuomintang troops. The three main 
Marine-occupied areas — Tientsin, 
Peiping and Tsingtao—are or- 
derly except for minor incidents. 
An unidentified assailant fired at 
a jeep in Tientsin Nov. 1 and a 
similar incident occurred at Peip- 
ing. 

Outside Peiping earlier this 
week a group of 200 armed men 
—most: of them poorly equipped— 
fired at least 15 rounds of am- 
munition at an American jeep 
containing an American Marine 
officer and his driver. One bullet 
crashed through the jeep and 
splintered against the dashboard. 

At Chinwangtao, there have been 
disorders and likely will be more 
before Christmas. 

Strong public opinion in the 
United States against the Ameri- 
cans becoming involved in a Chi- | 


nese civil war, which may burst 
forth in full fury by Jan. 1, is one 
of the factors observers believe is 
leading to the quick withdrawal 
of the Marines. 

Fighting is already in progress 
in some north China provinces be- 
tween Kuomintang troops and the 
Communists. Shansi province at 
the moment seems to be the seat 
of the principal trouble, but some 
fighting has taken place not far 
from Chefoo on the Shantung 
peninsula with casualties on both 
sides. . 

With the Marines in areas where 
the conflict is likely to develop— 
and Tientsin, Peiping and Tsingtao 
are in the middle of the disputed 
area—it is obvious that the Ameri- 
cans could easily become involved 
in a fight which may have a far- 
reaching effect in Asia and in the 
future of this vast continent. 

Gen. Tang En-po, commander of 
Chincse government forces in the 
Shanghai-Nanking area, announced 
that Communist troops which had 
withdrawn north of the Yangtze 
river were besieging the city of 
Yencheng, 160 miles northwest of 
Shanghai.

Chinese Communists, reports from

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BRIBE SOLICITING 
BY LEGISLATOR 10 
BE FELONY UNDER 

PROPOSED BILL 


Penalty Would Be 5 
Years in Prison Instead 
of 2 Months Provided 
by Quirk in Present 
Law.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 6— 
Senator Frank M. Frisby of Beth- 
any, chairman of the Senate Crim- 
inal Jurisprudence Committee, has 
in preparation a bill to make so- 
licitation of a bribe by a member 
of the Legislature or other public 
official punishable by five years 
‘jn prison. 

Frisby’s bill is an outgrowth of 
the ouster trial of Senator Joseph 
A. Falzone of Clayton on a bribe 
solicitation charge. 

The anomalous situation that 
under the Missouri law a person 
who offers a bribe to an official 
or legislator can be sent to the 
penitentiary for five years, but 


an official] who solicits a bribe 
can be imprisoned not to exceed 
two months and fined, would be 
corrected by the passage of the 
bill. 

“Strange Quirk of Law.” 

“The recent proceedings in the 
Senate have pointed clearly to the 
necessity for a statute in Missouri 
making the solicitation of a bribe 
a felony,” Frisby said. “I make 
that statement without expressing 
an opinion as to the merits of 
the case which was before the 
Senate and which was disposed of 
without all the evidence being 
presented. 

“But it is a strange quirk of the 
law that a person offering a bribe 
may be sentenced to a long-term 
in the penitentiary, while a public 
official soliciting bribe cannot be 
imprisoned for more than two 
months. 

“There is no real difference be- 
tween the two offenses, but if 
there is any difference, the of- 
fense of solicitation is greater 
than that of offering, as a public 
official occupies a position of trust 
and takes an oath which contem- 
plates fulfillment of his duties 
with integrity. 

“Within a few days, as soon 4s 
the necessary work on it can be 
done, I shall introduce and press 
for passage a bill making solicita- 
tion of a bribe a felony punishable 
in the same degree as the offense 
of offering a bribe.” 

Case Closed by Senate. 

Falzone’s case was closed by the 
Senate today, when it adopted a 
resolution completing the record, 
following formal receipt of Fal- 
zone’s resignation. The resignation 
was written last Thursday, while 
the hearing was in adjournrient 
because of the sudden illness of 
Mrs. Falzone. 

The chief prosecution witness in 
the interrupted hearing, Mrs. Lil- 
lian Maccallum of St. Louis, testi- 
fied that Falzone demanded $1500 
for support of a regulatory bill 
which the cosmetologists and hair- 
dressers sought to have enacted. 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly today for- 
mally requested an opinion from 
the Attorney General as to the 
district for holding the election 
of Falzone’s successor. He was 
elected in 1944 from the old 
Twenty-fifth district, a Republi- 
can stronghold, comprising St. 
Louis county, Franklin and Gas- 
conade counties; but in the recent 
senatorial redistricting, the name 
of Twenty-fifth district was given 
to a group of counties in south- 
east Missouri, which is considered 
certain to vote Democratic. Some 
have suggested that Falzone’s suc- 
cessor should be elected from the 
new Twenty-fifth district, because 
of its number. 

Legislature’s Past Refusal. 

Although the Legislature many 
years ago passed the act making 
the offer of a bribe a felony, it 
has not only failed, but refused, 
to pass an act that would impose 
any penalty on the official who so- 
licited money in connection with 
his official duties. 

There is no solicitation statute 
of any kind in Missouri and any 
prosecution for that offense must 
be conducted under the common 
law which covers offenses against 
the public, for which there are no 
specific statutes. Violation of the 
common law is made a misde- 
meanor by statute, and the penalty 
fixed at not more than two months 
in prison and a fine not exceeding 
$100. 3 

In each Legislature there are a 
few members’ who introduce 
measures for the sole purpose of 
“shakin, down” corporations, 
usually public utilities. Occasion- 
ally there comes to light cases of 
attempts to extort money from 
persons interested in particular 
legislation.

A bill similar to the one Frisby 
is preparing was defeated in the 
House because members absented 
themselves when the vote was be- 
ing taken. In the House 76 votes 
are required to pass a bill. A 
member not voting counts as a 
vote against it. To prevent pass- 
age Many members absented them- 
selves, thus accomplishing a dou- 
ble purpose of defeating the bill, 
and at the same time leaving no 
record of votes by them against it. 


The bill was introduced by Rep- 
resentative Milton F. Duvall of 
Clarksville. It received the unani- 
mous approval of the 11 members 
of the Judiciary Committee, and 
was called up by Duvall for pass- 
age May 30. The roll calls on that 
day indicated there was present a 
House membership of _ several 
more than 100 votes. 


Sixty-nine votes were cast in 
favor of the bill, seven less than 
the number required for passage. 
Only 12 votes were recorded 
against it but 69 members were 
recorded as absent. The total 
vote record for and against was 
81, although there was a total vote 
of 91 on the bill immediately pre- 
ceding it and 103 on the bill im- 
mediately following it. 


Speaker Absent During Vote. 


The 12 votes cast against the 
Duvall bill included those of two 
of the three Representatives from 
St. Louis county, Forrest Mitten- 
dorf and Charles A, Witte. The 
other St. Louis county Representa- 
tive, Speaker Howard Elliott, was 
recorded as absent, although he 
was present to vote on the bills 
immediately preceding and im- 
mediately after the Duval] bill.

30 Attended Part of That Day. 


In legislative jargon a member 
who leaves the chamber to avoid 
going on record on a bill “takes 
a walkout powder.” Of course, 
it could not be said that every 
absentee when the vote was taken 
purposely absented himself  be- 
cause the bill was called up. 
Eleven of the 69 ubsentees were 
absent with leave, indicating they 
were not present at any time dur- 
ing the day and had good reason 
for failure to attend the session. 
Of the other 58 there were 28 
who were not shown on any roll 
call during the day, indicating that 
they were not in attendance and 
did not know -the bill was to be 
called up. Thus there were 30 
who had attended some time in 
the day. 


There were 13 roll calls that 
day.

The Belleville City Council re- 
jected last night a low bid of $25,- 
250 on 500 parking meters, which 
would have saved the city $3750, 
because the certified check sub- 
mitted by the bidder was on a 
Kentucky banx instead of a Belle 
ville bank, as calied for in the 
council’s bid specifications.

The ordinance, passed Sept. 17, 
called for meters operating with a 
penny for 12 minutes, two pennies 
for 24 minutes, a nickel for one 
hour and two nickels fgr two 
hours. The Rhodes firm makes 
only. one-penny and one-nickel 
meters. The Mi-Co company man- 
ufactures meters of the type speci- 
fied in the original ordinance. 

The Rhodes bid had been Op- 
posed by AFL unions in Belle- 
ville on the ground CIO members 
were employed in the company’s 
factory, Alderman Norman Voel- 
linger of the Second Ward pro- 
duced a telegram from the firm 
stating employes were being af- 
filiated with the AFL and that 
meters would bear the AF'L label. 

Belleville merchants had op- 
posed the parking meter ordi- 
nance, asserting no parking prob- 
lem existed in the downtown dis- 
trict.

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BRITISH PRELATE 
SUGGESTS STRICTER 
VIEWS ON DIVORCE 


Advances Idea of Civil Cere- 
monies Unless Church — 
Doctrine Is Accepted. 


LONDON, Nov. 6 (AP)—The Rt. 
Rev, Cyril Foster Garbett, Arch- 
bishop of York, asserted today 
there is a widespread drift in Brit- 
tain away from “the Christian con- 
ception of marriage” and suggest- 
ed it might be necessary to limit 
weddings to civil ceremonies, with 
the church “giving its blessing only 
if the couples accept the church’s 
doctrine against divorce.” 
“Marriage no longer is regarded 


by the nation as a whole as eith- 
er a sacrament or a holy estate, 
but as a contract which can be 
broken fairly easily by mutual 
consent,” he said in an address to 
the diocesan conference. “We 
church people have some responsi- 
bility.” 

Even adultery, he said, need not 
be followed necessarily by divorce. 
“Sometimes the sin is committed 
under circumstances of great 
temptation, and the man or wom- 
an never really lost love for the 
wife or husband,” Dr, Garbett 
said. 

“We must, however, recognize 
that the husband or wife or chil- 
dren may be subjected to years 
of suffering and misery or even 
of danger unless a marriage is le- 
gally dissolved. We must neither 
act nor speak as if all who pass 
through the divorce courts are 
equally to blame.”

Net effect of the reduction will 
be to eliminate surveys on trans- 
portation, sewers, schools, housing, 
garbage disposal, railroads and 
public buildings which the com- 
mission had planned for the com- 
ing year.

Short on Funds, Says Matthews.

As an instance he said that cost 
of the care of paupers and in-

Bruemmer, Judge Matthews said 
even if funds were available they 
would not be allotted for the pro- 
posed projects because the court 
was of the opinion it had .no 
power to put them in operation.

When Bruemmer asked what 
there was left for the commission 
to do, Judge Matthews replied: 
“Just sit as tight as you can for 
this year until we get some money 
and some legislation.” 

A bill is now pending in the Leg- 
islature, he said, which will, if 
passed, give the County Court 
power to enforce the projects the 
commission proposed to survey. 

Hopes to Hire Engineer. 
After the meeting Bruemmer 
told a reporter the commission 
hopes to hire an engineer for $350 
a month who will do office work 
on blue prints for parks and play- 
grounds, small airports and hégh- 
ways.

PACKARD HEAD WON’T BOOST 
WAGES TILL PRICES GO UP 


Says Auto Parts Department Lost $310,000 
in 10 Months Because of OPA 
Schedules. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6 (AP) — 
George T. Christopher, president 
and general manager of the Pack- 
ard Motor Car Co., said last night 
that he would not increase wages 
until prices of the Office of Ad- 


ministration have been adjusted. 

“Nobody can force a man in 
peacetime to run a business if he 
doesn’t want to,” Christopher said.

REPUBLIC. STEEL 
SEEKS 10 BLOCK 
STRIKE VOTE 


Asks NLRB to Dismiss 
Petition of CIO Union, 
Saying Contract Bars 
Walkouts. 


CLEVELAND, NOV. 6 (AP)— 
The Republic Steel Corporation 
appealed to the National Labor 
Relations Board yesterday to dis- 
miss a petition of the ClO-United 
Steelworkers of America for a 
strike vote in the firm’s plants on 
ground that a company-union con- 
tract prohibited strikes. 

In a letter to Paul M. Herzog, 
NLRB chairman, Thomas F. Pat- 
ton, vice president and general 
counsel of Republic, said: 

“Surely, the National Labor Re- 
lations Board will not, or certain- 
ly should not, actively become a 
party to aiding and abetting the 
union to violate the solemn no- 
strike pledge in the labor con- 
tract between it and Republic.” 

Patton said the union asked for 
a strike vote because of Repub- 
lic'’s rejection of a request for a 
$2 daily increase in pay and add- 
ed, “The obvious purpose of the 
union ... is to lay a basis for 
calling a strike—action which it 
voluntarily renounced in its con- 
tract with Republic.” 

He said the agreement, signed 
last April 11, provided that “nei- 
ther the. union nor any employe, 
individually or collectively, ‘shall 
cause or take part in any strike, 
or other interruption or any im- 
peding of production at any plant 
of the company.” 

Patton asserted, “in return for 
the no-strike clause of the con- 
tract and for the express purpose 
of enabling the union to make 
that clause effective, the union 
was granted maintenance of mem- 
bership and the check-off of 
union dues. ... 

“We urge, therefore, that the 
petition of the CIO-USA ... be 
summarily dismissed.”

offered a new bill today on con- 


trol of atomic energy which would 

restrict secrecy to military weap- 

ons using the new-found power. 
Ball proposed it as a substitute 


to the May-Johnson measure ap-| 
proved by the House: Military Com-|} 


mittee, saying. that bill is 
strict and “creates a giant mo- 
nopoly” in the new field. 

The House committee mean- 
while relaxed restrictions imposed 
by the May-Johnson bill on scien- 
tific experiments. As revised, the 
measure would permit experiments 
so long as they do not release suf- 
ficient atomic energy to becéme a 
national hazard. 

The House group urged that 
Congress go ahead with develop-|' 
ment of domestic phases of atomic 
energy. On the controversial 
point of sharing American knowl- 
edge with other countries,

were slaughtered or driven away. 
We cannot forget this and must 
demand from the countries which 
started the war at least some re- 
placement.” 

“In the treatment of the de- 
feated we should not let ourselves 
be guided by our feelings, but only 
by the necessity to prevent a new 
aggression, Molotov said. ‘This 
applies to all countries which bear 
the responsibility for securing 
peace,” 

“We must then mention here 

The Soviet monitor's version of 
Molotov’s remarks concerning Ja- 
pan was that the liberation of 
China was of the greatest impor- 
tance to the world. 

“It is thus clear that the Soviet 
Union considers most important 
the negotiation of control of all 
the Allies over Japan,” he said. 
“In this question no satisfactory 
results have yet emerged, but the 
importance of satisfactory -results 
is clear to. all.” 

Molotov told a cheering crowd 
that, with victory in war, “now we 
can return to peacetime labor.”

“Now that peace has come, every 
effort must be made not to per- 
mit a new aggression,” Molotov 
said, “Formation of blocs in 
western Europe will not create a 
peaceful Europe.” 

Reviewing the 
said: 

“Not only Germany, but many 
others thought the Soviet Union 
would not hold out long. They 
thought Hitler would triumph in 
a few weeks or months. After 
Hitler’s eastern victories. this 
seemed inevitable to many—main- 
ly those who did not understand 
the character of the Soviet state. 

“Germany’s attack was also a 
test for our foreign friends, who 
watched with bated breath the 
difficulties of our country. 

“The Soviet country withstood 
the test.” 

Molotov recalled how a “united 
anti-Hitler front” of large and 
small democratic countries was 
formed and how the Red Army 
assumed the offensive. 

“The Anglo-Soviet-American co- 
alition was successful,” he said.

STATE AVIATION 
UFFICIALS DISCUSS 
FEDERAL AID BILLS 


Some Say Bar on Exclu- 


sive Service Franchises 
Would Operate Against 
Smaller Airports. 


Cities would find it virtually im- 
possible to operate smaller air- 
ports built with the assistance of 
federal funds if one provision of 
a bill which was passed by the 
House of Representatives is not 
deleted, members of the National 
Association of State Aviation Of- 
ficials, in convention here, said 
yesterday. 

This clause, John Hunter of the 
Civil Aeronautics Association said, 
would prohibit the granting of ex- 
clusive franchises for such serv- 
ices as the sale of gasoline, oil and 
accessories and rental of hangar 
space. It is included in the Lea 
bill, which pssvides more than 
$600,000,000 in federal aid for air- 
port work, he continued, and would 
result from the redefining of air- 
ports to include buildings as well 
as the actual landing area. 

Hunter spoke before the opening 


r|session of the association’s annual 
.|convention, which is being held for 


the first time since the start of 


Tec ms 
Sgt. 
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the war. The meetings are at the 
Coronado Hotel. 
Compromise Sought. 

Several association members, In 
argument from the floor following 
Hunter's talk, contended the pro- 
hibiting of exclusive franchises 
would make it financially im- 
possible to operate smaller air- 
ports. In many cases a smal] air- 
port has enough business to 
support only one operator, they 
said, and, unless an exclusive fran- 
chise were grented, none would 
be willing to furnish needed serv- 
ices. At the suggestion of oppon- 
ents of the change, L. L. Schroed- 
er of St. Paul. Minn., announced 
a committee would be appointed 
to confer with Hunter before the 
end of the convention tomorrow 
to try to work out a compromise. 

Other speakers at yesterday’s 
sessions included Glen Woodman- 
see, general counsel for the CAA; 
John Andrews, director of federal 


state relations for the Department 
of Justice, and Clarence Ludwig 
of Minneapolis, secretary of the 
League of Minnesota Municipali- 
ties and a member of the airport 
committee of the American Muni- 
cipal Association. 

Two Bills Being Considered. 

Ludwig told the meeting that 
most cities favor the Lea bill 
rather than the McCarran Dill, 
which has passed the Senate and 
which also provides federal as- 
sistance for airport construction. 
This is apparently because the 
House measure would permit 
cities to deal directly with the 
government, while the Senate bill 
would require funds to be 
channeled through state aviation 
agencies, he said. 

States and cities both. should 
work toward passage of laws for 
special aviation taxes and in ad- 
dition contribute some funds from 
general revenue for airport work,

Riley, whose Sunday punch is a 
straight, dynamite-loaded right, 
borrowed a left from his week- 
day book, exploded it twice in the 
eighth round, once to the solar 
plexus and again to the chin, and 
sent Peguese down for a count of 
nine. When the Easterner came 
up game but groggy, Referee Jim- 
my Parker gave the bout to Riley 
on a T.K.O. 

Good Action for Six Rounds. 

Mentioning the radio, it was an 
announcer’s dream type of bout for 
six rounds which produced some 
clever boxing on the part of both 
hoys and had the fans cheering at 
the bell on a couple of occasions. 
It was Riley throwing that right 
all the way, first a straight one to 
the chin, then a jab and a hook, 
and feinting with his left. 

Peguese was game and pleased 
the crowd and he stood up so 
well under Riley’s hammering that 
by the end of the fifth the fans 
were pulling for him to stay in 
there to the end. In fact on a 
couple of occasions he staggered 
Riley with some solid rights. But 
along about the start of the sev- 
enth Riley changed his tactics, 
switched to his left and it was 
all over. 

In the semiwindup, Charley's 
brother, Dave Riley, a _ welter- 
weight who tipped the beam at 
143%, took on Sparkey Reynolds, 
149, former soldier from Indian- 
apolis, in a bout that may have 
pleased the crowd more than the 
final. 

Both were agressive and packed 
good punches and it appeared that 
both had several chances to put 
each other away for keeps but 
apparently neither had enough 
steam. Reynolds, missing wild 
swings, slipped to his knees twice, 
once in the second and once in 
the final frame of the 8rounder, 
and on the latter occasion both 
went down. 

Bores in All the Time. 

Davé kept boring in all the time 
and had Reynolds's left ear cut 
by the end of the third and his 
eye swollen by the fifth. It went 
on from there and in the eighth 
Dave had a bloody nose.

Officials, However, Do Not Explain Fully 
Allies’ Secrecy of 26 Months—Provisions

HE Allies made public the much-discussed Italian armistice today, 
T spiking some old rumors but failing to clear up entirely why thé 

terms were kept secret for 26 months. Released simultaneously 
in Washington, London and Rome, the armistice and related docu- 
ments—totaling some 10,000 words—disclosed that: 


1. Exhaustive unconditional 
surrender terms—officially still 
in effect—eventually were im- 
posed on Italy after the words 
“unconditional surrender” were 
omitted in the original docu- 
ment. 

2. In practice, however, the Al- 
lies never invoked some provi- 
sions and modified others sub- 
stantially at frequent intervals. 

8. The terms provided for no 
final dispositions of Italian ter-

UR starvation was so acute at 
()kerenko prison camp by the 

fall of 1942 that we took to 
counting the two or three beans 
which sometimes appeared in the 
bottom of our watery soup pail, 
and if a man received a bean in 
his soup and another did not, it 
made for hard feeling. This must 
be hard to imagine, but it is true. 

In fact, the division of our pa- 
thetic ration became so important 
to us—for we were on the very 
border-line of Serious and perhaps 
fatal malnutrition-—that we asked 
an officer to divide our food for 
us as impartially as possible. 

Our craving for sustenance was 
such that we stood over this man 
while he attended to each split-up 
of the food that came to us from 
the kitchen.

Thus, tne old rumor that the 
armistice gave the British a vir- 
tual stranglehold on Italian port 
cities for an extended postwar 
period was proved groundless. So 
were many other reports which 
had been bandied about—not with- 
out effect on the Italians—during 
the two years of Allied silence 
about the terms. 


Military Urged Secrecy. 


Why the secrecy? Government 
officials explained it to reporters 
this way: 

The State Department and Brit- 
ish Foreign Office had discussed 
publication of the terms as early 
as December 1943. 


At that time, Allied military of- 
ficials objected. They said the 
Germans and Benito Mussolini's 
Fascist government in northern 
dtaly could make good propaganda 
use of the armistice terms, es- 
pecially among the pro-Allied par- 
tisan fighters. The subject was 
brought up several timés subse- 
quently, but the original military 
viewpoint prevailed virtually un- 
til V-E day. 


Reminded by reporters that al- 
most half a year had elapsed since 
V-E day, the officials, specifying 
they were not to be identified fur- 
ther, said the British and Ameri- 
can governments felt after the 
Potsdam Big Three conference 
that a final peace treaty with 
Italy soon would be written. 


It was believed, the officials 
added, thate “no good purpose” 
would be served by prior publica- 
tion of the armistice terms. What 
bad purpose might have bean 
served by such publication was 
not specified. 

It finally was decided to publish 
them after the September confer- 
ence of the Big Five Council of 
Foreign Ministers, charged with 
drawing up a final peace settle- 
ment, ended in a stalemate in 
London. 


Terms Relaxed. 


Secretary of State Byrnes re- 
cently called the armistice terms 
“harsh and obsolete.” Govern- 
ment officials long familiar with 
the documents agree. They say 
the terms are more detailed and 
sweeping than those imposed on 
the former Axis satellite coun- 
tries of Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Romania. They stress, however, 
that the provisions still in effect 
will be superseded entigely by the 
final peace treaty with Italy. 

The documents disclose that the 
Allies began to relax some of the 
terms as early as Sept. 29, 1943, 
or 26 days after the original sur- 
render pact was signed. 

On Sept. 29, Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower wrote to Marshal 
Pietro Badoglio, then head of 
the Italian Government, that 
post-surrender developments had 
“altered considerably the status 
of Italy, which has become in 
effect a co-operator with the 
United Nations.” That was two

T inal Italian capitulation’ 
signed 26 months and three, 
days ago and announced today 
follow: 
1. Immediate 


hostile activity by 
armed forces. 

2. Italy will use its, best en- 
deavors to deny, to the Germans, 
facilities that might be used 
against the United Nations. 

3. All prisoners or internees of 
the United Nations to be imme- 
diately turned over to the Allied 
commander in chief, and none of 
these may now or at any time be 
evacuated to Germany. 

4. Immediate transfer of the 
Italian fleet and Italian aircraft 
to such points as may be desig- 
nated by the Allied commander 
in chief, with details of disarm- 
ament to be prescribed by him. 

5. Italian merchant’ shipping 
may be requisitioned by the Al- 
lied commander in chief to meet 
the needs of his military-naval 
program. 

6. Immediate surrender of Cor- 
sica and ofall Italian territory, 
both islands and mainland, to the 
Allies, for such use as operational 
bases and other purposes as the 
Allies may see fit. 

7. Immediate guarantee of the 
free use by the Allies of all air-| 
fields and naval ports in Italian) 
territory, regardless of the rate of 
evacuation of the Italian territory 
by the German forces. These 
ports and fields to be protected 
by Italian armed forces until this 
function is taken over by the Al- 
lies. 

8. Immediate withdrawal to 
Italy of Italian armed forces from 
all participation in the current 
war from whatever areas. in 
which they may now be engaged. 

9. Guarantee by the Italian Gov- 
ernment that if necessary it will 
employ all its available armed 
forces to insure prompt and exact 
compliance with all the provisions 
of this armistice. 

10. The commander in chief of 
the Allied forces reserves to him- 
self the right to take any measure 
which in his opinion may be nec- 
essary for the protection of the 
ihterests of the Allied forces for 
the prosecution of the war, and 
the Italian Government binds it- | 
self to take such administrative | 
or other action as the commander 
in chief may require, and in par- 
ticular the commander in chief 
will establish Allied military gov- 
ernment over such parts of 
Italian territory as he may deem 
necessary in the military inter- 
ests of the Allied nations. 

11, The commander in chief of 
the Allied forces will have a full 
right to impose measures of dis- 
armament, demobilization and de- 
militarization. 

12, Other conditions of a politi- 
cal, economic and financial nature 
with which Italy will be bound to 
comply will be transmitted at 
later date.

sion. We would wait outside, be- 
reft of anything in our minds ex- 
cept our never-ending, excruciat- 
ing hunger; 

Maj. Gen. Beckwith-Smith died 
on the morning of Armistice day, 
1942, of diphtheria and heart fail- 
ure—and starvation. The Ameri- 
can officers had become very fond 
of this plucky Englishman, but 
while we were grieved to see him 
go, some of us felt in our hearts 
that he was better off than the 
rest of us. 

Though Beckwith-Smith was 
gone, we nevertheless went 
through with our plan to observe 
Armistice day. He would have 
been a party to that plan. At 11 
a.m. that day every one of the 
prisoners in camp stopped what- 
every they were doing, or saying, 
and for the next two minutes none 
of us spoke. We made it as in- 
conspicuous as possible, and felt a 
little better for having done it.

By December 12, 1942, my weight 
was down to 1251-3 pounds. It was 
on this day that I was permitted 
for the first time to write to my 
wife, with the asual restrictions. 
There were so many rules, how- 
ever, that there was little to write, 
unless a@ man wanted to lie to 
keep up his own family’s courage. 

On this day — just 36% years 
since the day I graduated from 
West Point — I did not give my 
wife the figure of my weight. I 
just told her, in the most innocent- 
appearing phrasing possible, that 
I now weighed exactly what I did 
when I graduated from the Point. 
That was all she needed. 

I was taken sick the night of 
December 12 and for the next few 
days lay on my bunk with a fever 
and chills. It was a combination 
of ailments, mostly starvation. 
Among the ailments was beri beri, 
which I had contracted several 
months earlier. In my last days at 
Tarlac I had been walking across 


a wooden floor when Brig. Gen. | 


Lewis Beebe stopped me. 

“Say, you’ve got the foot slap,” 
he said. 

Only then did I notice the tell- 
tale way in which the soles of my 
shoes were slapping the floor. The 
dry type of beri beri causes the 
muscles in the shins and ankles 
to lose their sensitivity with the 
result that when the heel is 
placed on the ground while walk- 
ing, the rest of the foot quickly 
collapses. 

Beri beri or not, and most of us 
at Karenko had it, we eventually 
were forced to work. We decided 
that it was either work or death 
by starvation, which left us little 
choice. The Jap guards had in- 
sinuated that if we did go to work

The original armistice docu- 
ment did not contain the words 
“unconditional surrender.” It was 
not until the “additional condi- 
tions of the armistice with Italy” 
were signed Sept. 29 that the state- 
men “accepted unconditionally” 
appeared. 

The original armistice, signed in 
Sicily Sept. 3, consists of 12 terse 
provisions, beginning with the 
order to Italian forces to cease 
immediately “all hostile activity.” 

Italy was called on to deny to 
the Germans all facilities which 
might be used against the Allies: 
to return all United Nations 
prisoners; to transfer its fleet and 
aircraft to the Allies. 

Sweeping Conditions. 

Two of the clauses are so sweep- 
ing as to indicate that the Allies 
wanted to insure a “catch-all” 
scope for a hastily-written docu- 
ment. One authorized Eisenhower 
to “take any measure which in his 
opinion may be necessary for the 


right of the Allies to “make such 
other dispositions of any or all 
Italian ships as they may think 
fit,” and watered down a previous 
provision that Italian merchant 
ships would be manned by Italian 
crews.

The situation, stated simply, is 
this: On the identical sum 
American currency, a doughboy is 
destitute in Paris and opulent in 
Frankfurt. 1 had known that most 
Yanks are unhappy in France. 
Returning to Germany for the 
first time after an absence of five 
months, I was rather 
discover that, so far as homesick 
exiles can be, the Americans sta- 
tioned here are happy and con- 
tented. Not unnaturally, our sol- 
diers tend to blame the French 
people for the monetary distress 
suffered in their country. By the 
same token, they incline to turn 
an amiable regard on the Ger- 
mans because of the sense 
fiscal well being they enjoy in the 
Reich. 

Comparative Prices. 

Since the rate of exchange is 
unfavorable to Americans in 
France and advantageous in Ger- 
many, a glass of beer costs three 
cents in Wiesbaden and 20 cents 
in Paris. Cognac here is 25 cents 
a drink. It runs from 75 cents to 
$1.60 in the French capital. A 
bottle of champagne costs $1 in 
Wiesbaden and $12 in Paris. A 
barber here charges five cents for 
a shave and eight to 10 cents for 
a haircut, These services, in Paris, 
would cost respectively at least 60 
and 80 cents. 

If an American so desired, he 
could rent a four-room apartment, 
with kitchen and bath, in the best 
section of Wiesbaden for $18 a 
month, Equivalent housing in 
Paris would cost at least $400 a 
month, besides a probable “bonus” 
for the privilege of acquiring the 
lease. A trained, English-speaking 
stenographer may be employed 
here for $18 a month. The figure 
in Paris would be $80 or more.

Of Germans and Us 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

- It is difficult to understand how a re- 
porter of Richard L. Stokes’s reputation 
could have written a dispatch such as 
appeared in the Post-Dispatch recently. 

To prove that the German masses are 
“totally lacking in political experience 
... even in the first vestige of political 
instinct” (Mr. Stokes knows as well as 
you do that there is no “political in- 
atinct,” but rather political condition- 
ing), he cites the fact that even with 
American encouragement, German par- 
ties have not sprung from the rubble 
that our bombs created. Does Mr. 
Stokes forget that we Americans of the 
United States are so lacking in political 
“ingtinct” that our party politicians 
have frequently had to resort to bribery 
to get us to the polls? 

Mr. Stokes further asserts that the 
Germans are “adult scientists, techni- 
cians and professional men, but in poli- 
ties they are only children.” Is this not 
a fearfully accurate description of the 
state of civilization in other countries, 
including the United States? We 
spawned the atomic bomb, but does any 
sizable percentage of us clearly see the 
means for attaining world peace? 

Does the following quotation from the 
game issue of the Post-Dispatch not in- 
dicate that we, too, disclaim responsibil- 
ity for our actions? ““What are we do- 
ing meddling in the internal affairs of 
China?’ is the question on the lips of 
virtually every (service) man... . ‘We 
are doing this job because we are under 
orders to do it, but I can tell you we 
don’t like it a bit,’ one high-ranking of- 
ficer said.” 

Finally, Mr. Stokes asserts that the 
Germans have no love for democracy. 
“In every drop of blood they are condi- 
tioned by generations of servitude in- 
nately to comprehend the Stalin aut- 
archy.” Mr. Stokes knows that peoples, 
including the Germans, are not condi- 
tioned by “drops of blood”; they are con- 
ditioned by environmental circum- 

atances. 

-. This ig not written in apology for the 
brutalities of the Nazis or the “irre- 
aponsibilities” of the German people. It 
is a plea for more responsible reporting 
from our foreign correspondents, and a 
realization that all peoples of our world 
are implicated in the horrors we perpe- 
trate against one another, and that the 
sooner we all get down on our knees 
and do a bit of repenting the better.

The Traffic-Jam Problem 


New York City has discovered that its notori- 
ous traffic congestion has become worse since 
the end of gasoline rationing, and has proceeded 
to do something about it. “Express thorough- 
fares” have been established in some of the most 
crowded areas by forbidding all daytime parking 
on the streets, and the plan is to be extended to 
provide clear cross-town routes. 

St. Louis has made the same discovery about 
traffic congestion, but what has been done about 
it? Nothing whatever. 

Downtown overcrowding and crawling traffic 
are approaching their pre-war peak. Bottle- 
necks at key intersections over the city are irri- 
tating as ever. The time lost, the fuel wasted, 
the strain on nerves and tempers are the same 
as in the days before gasoline rationing. And 
conditions will get worse unless action is taken 
to make them better. 

An excellent blueprint for making them better 
is available, although buried somewhere in the 
city’s archives. That is the thoughtful survey 
of the Citizens’ Traffic Committee, appointed 
early in 1941 by former Mayor Dickmann, which 
reported to the late Mayor Becker on Jan. 17, 
1942—three and three-quarters years ago. 

This report was drawn up by three St. Louis 
business men: David R. Calhoun #., Arthur B. 
Baer and Russell E. Gardner Jr. They had ex- 
pert advice from two professional agencies: the 
Bureau for Street Traffic Research of Yale Uni- 
versity and the Safety Division of the Interna- 
tional Association of Chiefs of Police, both of 
which made extensive surveys. 

The report was full of simple, sound proposals 
suitable for immediate adoption, in addition to 
long-range solutions such as have been discussed 
for years. The war emergency may have been 
a valid excuse for inaction on the report, but 
now that the war is over, there is no reason why 
many of the steps can’t be taken at once, and 
why plans can’t be prepared for the larger 
projects. 

One improvement that could be made now 
was suggested in the 1942 report: designation of 
certain east-west downtown streets for one-way 
traffic. This would eliminate much of the rush- 
hour congestion, and it might. be extended out 
of the downtown district for several miles to the 
west. 

Parking is already forbidden on many down- 
town streets, but the ban could be extended be- 
yond its present limits. That, however, would 
bring up the problem of finding other parking 
space, and this was one of the points discussed 
at length by the committee. More parking lots, 
a riverfront site, an underground storage space 
downtown, a municipal lot on Memorial Plaza— 
all these have been proposed at times, but noth- 
ing has happened. 

The 1942 report also called for more traffic 
It urged a viaduct 
or ramps to connect the Express Highway with 
Market street and eliminate the present Vande- 
venter avenue bottleneck. As long-term proj- 
ects, it urged more express highways, and the 
long-delayed widening of Third street. 

All these recommendations, and many more 
of those in the report, are worth revival today. 
Why doesn’t Mayor Kaufmann dig up a copy of 
this excellent report, blow the dust off its covers 
and begin efforts to put some of its proposals 
into effect? 

Business receipts and property values are sure 
to suffer if St. Louis’s traffic mess isn’t straight- 
ened out. An inconvenienced, irritated public 
will salute as a civic benefactor the official who 
brings some order into the present crawling, 
gasoline-perfumed chaos of the streets. 
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A New Medical Insurance Group 

An interesting development in the widespread 
movement for provision of more medical service 
for the American people, and at costs that do 
not wreck a family budget in time of emergency, 
is the opening of the Labor Health Institute in 
St. Louis with a membership of 2500 workers in 
the warehouse, wholesale and retail store fields. 
In return for dues amounting to 3% per cent of 
members’ pay, full medical care will be provided, 


™ jn addition to hospital service when needed. 


Hospital insurance among groups of workers is 
now firmly established over the country, but pro- 
vision of medical care is a far more ambitious 
undertaking. It would be provided under the 
terms of the pending Wagner-Murray-Dingell 
bill, which is so vigorously opposed, and often 
misrepresented, by medical reactionaries, as re- 
counted in our Mirror of Public Opinion today. 

The CIO employes’ union isn’t waiting for Con- 
gress to act; it is instituting its own service. 
This group’s enterprise should be a sign to ob- 
structionists of health insurance that a good 
many citizens are determined to have such pro- 
tection, either by Government action or through 
group initiative. 
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Representatives of unaffiliated trades unions 
are picketing the labor-management conference. 
Now if there were only someone who might 
be interested in picketing the pickets—

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Mr. Baruch Is Inexplicit 


Bernard M, Baruch was somewhat less than 
explicit when he wrote, in his letter to Repre- 
sentative Gore of Tennessee, his views concern- 
ing the extension of loans by the United States 
to countries that have adopted Socialistic pro- 
grams. Wrote Mr. Baruch: 


We must be careful, when we give aid to 
other countries, that this aid is not used to 
_ nationalize their industries against us, to de- 
stroy our own competitive system which, I 
think, should be preserved. England, Czecho- 
slovakia, France and other countries are 
nationalizing or are about to nationalize 
their industries. Russia has totalized her- 
self—one buyer and one seller—and is total- 
izing all countries coming under her aegis. 


We should like to hear Mr. Baruch describe 
exactly what he means by that. Does he mean 
that we should interfere with the internal do- 
mestic affairs of England, France and Czecho- 
slovakia, invoking sanctions against them, de- 
claring economic war, by refusing to grant loans 
unless and until they change their forms of gov- 
ernment to suit our wishes rather than theirs? 
Does he mean that we should attempt to force 
Russia, by financial means, to change its form of 
government? 

Those would indeed be drastic and unfriendly 
measures toward our allies. Mr. Baruch has so 
often been so right, he has served his country 
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so well as an elder statesman in two world wars, 
and his abilities as.a prophet are so keen, that 
we are loath to beliéve he is suggesting here that 
we should use our money to punish our friends 
for choosing a perfectly legitimate form of gov- 
ernment. Would Mr. Baruch mind clearing us 
up on this? 
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Election Results in Hungary 

“Red scare” columnists who have been pre- 
dicting a Communist Europe for several years 
will have little comment to make on the Hun- 
garian elections, described by a New York Times 
correspondent as “the first wholly free national 
and municipal elections in Hungary’s history.” 
Of the three leading parties, Communists came 
in third. The balloting was calm and decorous. 
Marshal Voroshilov and his Red Army soldiers 
stayed out of sight. 

There are a number of victories to be assessed 
as a result of the elections. A 60 per cent vic- 
tory for the Small Holders party has been de- 
scribed as a “conservative” triumph. Actually, 
this party, whose adherents were called “radical” 
in the pre-war years and brutally intimidated by 
Government troops and police whenever they 
tried to make a showing at the polls, is similar 
to the two major parties in this country in that 
it represents all shades of political opinion, from 
conservative to progressive. 

Since no one party is willing to take full re- 
sponsibility for steering Hungary through the 
chaos that lies just ahead, a coalition government 
will be formed—as in France, Italy, elsewhere in 
Europe—with the runner-up Socialists, Com- 
munists and National Peasants sharing the bur- 
dens of government, probably under the pre- 
miership of Baron Tildy. Land reforms have al- 
ready begun. A new marriage law has already 
been passed. 

Hungary’s new direction, in contrast with its 
centuries-old feudalism, will almost inevitably 
be left, not right, but in terms of drastic agrar- 
jan change. 

The second victory is clearly for free elec- 
tions, insisted upon by this country. The new 
Hungarian Government will still be watched, 


. however, for signs of Soviet interference. 


The greatest victory of all is for the Hun- 
garians themselves. Several million Americans 
who are voting at their own polls today can 
scarcely realize what that right to the ballot 
means to those who have always been denied 
the privilege of self-rule. 
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Accept No Substitutes 

Now that the executive committee is taking 
steps to select some city in the United States as 
the seat of the United Nations, just a word of 
calm counsel may be in order to guard it from 
being carried away by the enthusiastic claims 
which several energetic American cities are mak- 
ing. 

Many a city, we are led to believe, would be 
perfectly all right, but there is one virtue indis- 
pensable to the particular municipality that is 
to become the home of the United Nations. 

No city can really receive serious considera- 
tion unless it is—as Bismarck, N. D., and Miami, 
Fla., have demonstrated by promotional maps on 
the subject, and as we are confident St. Louis 
would have demonstrated also if it had had time 
—that it is equidistant from all points on the 
horizon, and therefore authentically and genuine- 
ly (accept no substitutes) the center of the globe.

Why Put Strings on UNRRA? 


Although the vote was on almost solidly parti- 
san lines, the House members who attached a 
“free press” amendment to the UNRRA appro- 
priation bill the other day can be credited with 
sincere motives. Certainly it is important to 
have full and uncensored reports on what is 
being done with the funds supplied by American 
taxpayers for relief of homeless and hungry per- 
sons in the liberated countries. But is an amend- 
ment barring use of the money in countries 
which restrict news freedom a proper course 
in connection with relief? 

UNRRA is set up as. a purely humanitarian 
agency, without political implications. Its mis- 
use by the British in Greece to favor the Right- 
ist cause there was widely criticized. There 
should be no strings on UNRRA, even for the 
praiseworthy objective of press freedom. If such 
a restriction is adopted, then the way will be 
open for other curbs, until at last UNRRA be- 
comes an instrument of official policy instead of 
an unselfish and non-political relief agency. 

There should be world-wide freedom of news, 
and we trust our Government will seek energet- 
ically to bring it about by international agree- 
ment. But surely we do not want to work for 
this objective by threatening to keep relief away 
from needy people. In any event, agreements 
obtained by such compulsion are rarely lasting. 

Freedom of news will be a benefit to all peo- 
ples, and a means to harmonious world relations. 
The Senate should vote against the House bill's 
attempt to attain a worthy goal by unworthy 
means,

Government by Labor? 

A correspondent whose letter is printed today 
asks (and he used red ink to do it) what will 
happen when labor leaders “finally gain control 
of the Federal Government.” If one accepts his 
premise, what would happen seems clear. 

Government-by-labor would undoubtedly fall 
apart quickly, giving the people a ¢hance to 
move back in. In all probability, AFL and CIO 
Jeaders dislike each other far more than they 
dislike Sewell L. Avery or than our correspond- 
ent seems to dislike them. And it is simply 
beyond belief that two such characters as John 
L. Lewis and James Caesar Petrillo could find 
any basis except pistols at 10 paces for sharing 
a joint power. American labor is not a single 
movement with a common aim and program. 

Partly because of labor’s inward divisions, we 
do not accept our correspondent’s premise. To 
be sure, some accuse President Truman of fram- 
ing his ill-advised wage-price policy to favor la- 
bor. One presidential swallow, however, does 
not make a Labor nation. And even if President 
and Congress were disposed to abdicate, which 
they clearly aren't, organized labor is still a 
small minority compared with all the farmers, 
professional and salaried people, small mer- 
chants and others whose united will would pre- 
vent, as the phrase runs, labor's “taking over 
the country.” 
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Government and National Health 


Health insurance bill pending in Congress is indorsed by noted 


physician; benefits of medical science are not spread fairly among 
the people, he asserts; the measure, misrepresented by professional 


and business opponents, would make care equally available to all.

A law to provide medical] care for every 
one of the 135,000,000 people in the United 
States awaits passage by the Congress of 
the United States. 


Senate Bill 1050 aims “to provide for the 
national security, health and public wel- 
fare.” It has been variously called the 
Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill after its spon- 
sors, the health insurance bill by its advo- 
cates and “a totalitarian blow to American 
liberties” by its foes. 


The American people participate only par- 
tially in the benefits of modern medical 
science. Millions who at this very moment 
need medical attention can neither afford 
a doctor nor pay for treatments. 


To correct this deplorable condition, Sen- 
ate Bill 1050 would expand medical and re- 
search facilities and make facilities for di- 
agnosis and treatment available to every- 
one in the United States, 3 


How It Would Work 


Upon passage of this bill, the social se- 
curity tax would rise from its present level 
to a flat 4 per cent on incomes to $3600, 
with employers paying a like amount. 
(Three-fourths of the American people earn 
less than $3600 annually.) Only 3 per cent, 
or three-eighths of the tax, would be ap- 
plied to medical care, 


A worker making $3600 a year would pay 
$54 annually for health insurance, A work- 
er earning $1000 a year would pay $15. Self- 
employed professional men, shopkeepers, 
executives would pay a slightly larger 
amount, 


Senate Bill 1050 provides Federal grants 
to the states for the construction of hospl- 
tals and clinics. Doctors would hang out 
their shingles in the rural areas which up 
to now have been without a doctor’s serv- 
ices. 


Why? First, because they would be paid 
by the health insurance fund for their work 
and thus be able to make a living in areas 
where they cannot earn a living under pres- 
ent conditions. Second, medicine today can- 
not be practiced effectively without hospital 
facilities. Both these handicaps would be 
overcome under Senate Bill 1050. 


The Surgeon General of the United States 
would administer the health insurance law. 
He would appoint, upon recommendation of 
leading medical authorities, a national! ad- 
visory medical policy council, on which 
representatives of the public would sit with 
medical men. 


Better Medical Care 


Would—as enemies wildly charge—the 
quality of medical care deteriorate? No. 
Every doctor would have equal access to 
costly equipment, specialists’ and consul- 
tants’ services, laboratory tests. Every pa- 
tient would have equal access, regardless 
of his financial status, to the best medical 
science can offer. 


In every community, the local agency 
would post lists of doctors who have agreed 
to practice under the plan, No patient 
would be forced to consult an approved doc- 
tor. No doctor would be forced to place 
his name on the public list. Complete free- 
dom of choice would remain as at present. 


Doctors’ average incomes would increase.

They would be paid from the general fund 
either on a fee basis, by flat rate per capita 
or by salary, as they preferred. 


Why, therefore, has Senate Bill 1050 met 
with an unprecedented campaign of mis- 
representation from such august organiza- 
tions as the American Medical Association, 
the American Bar Association, the Ameri- 
can Hospital Association? 


A Powerful Lobby 


Many doctors, especially high-priced spe- 
cialists, honestly believe that the health 
bill would enslave them to some vague bu- 
reaucracy. They fear that they will no 
longer be able to assess fees according to 
the patients’ ability to pay. Others have 
unthinkingly swallowed the shibboleths of 
the American Medical Association, slogans 
which describe this bill as “Communistic.” 


To defeat Senate Bill 1050, over a million 
dollars has been raised in the past three 
years by the National Physicians’ Commit- 
tee. This committee is a front for the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, which, because it 
enjoys tax exemption as an educational and 
scientific organization, is barred from par- 
ticipation in political action. Much of this 
money has come from great pharmaceutical 
corporations and manufacturers of surgical 
appliances. 


But, as a nation, we have learned the im- 
portance of good health to all our citizens, 
and we are realizing that we cannot afford 
to leave the health of our people to the 
chance that they may have sufficient in- 
come to command modern medical care; 
or to expose them to the disadvantages that 
their race, their color, their occupation or 
their residence in a less favored economic 
community may bring about.

A MOVE TO STOP THE OIL GRAB 


From the New Republic. 


Just as the Justice and Interior depart- 
ments had worked out a court test to de- 
cide which—state or Federal Government 
—had sovereign title to fabulously rich un- 
derwater oil deposits in tidelands, an oil 
lobby rushed a bill through the House 
guaranteeing the title to the states. The 
bill went through without a record vote, 
almost unnoticed, 108 to 11. What it meant 
was that instead of letting the courts de- 
cide the matter, Congress would hand title 
over to the states, which, in the case of 
California, are already committed to turn- 
ing the whole domain over to private oil 
companies, 

If a court decides that the undersea oil 
land is Federal property, then the oil be- 
longs to you and me, The House proposes 
to give it all away, without even letting a 
court decide whether you and I have an 
interest. 

Fortunately, a fight has developed in the 
Senate to block HR 344. Last year the 
fire-insurance lobby tried to do the same 
thing: push a bill through Congress in its 
own interest after. the matter had come 
before a Federal court for decision. O’Ma- 
honey blocked that move, and he and 
others are now insisting on public hearings 
in the tidal-lands issue. 

This is a victory so far as it goes, but 
unless there is extremely strong public 
pressure, the Senate may ultimately follow 
the decision of the House, 


A Shallow, Vapid Novel’ 
Disguised as Historical 


**Dalsy Kenyon,’ by Elizabeth Janeway. (Doubleday, 

Doran & Co., Garden City, N. Y¥.) 

This is a very poor novel. It attempts to 
be quite smart, sophisticated, and up-to 
date. It succeeds merely in being up-te- 
date, and that only in the rather limited 
sense that its author is unquestionably 
flourishing in the twentieth century and 
writing about contemporary life. 

It’s not all as bad as the vapid dialogue. 
The first 50 pages or so almost come off. 
The people are nearly as smart as Mrs. 
Janeway wants them to be; but they don't 
continue to be, and the conclusion is in- 
escapable that the author can’t keep up 
with her characters. 

The situation, a triangle with a Wash- 
ington and Manhattan background, is an 
interesting one for a while, but it deteri- 
orates rapidly and ends in a rather messy 
sprawl. The attempts to give the book so- 
cial significance seem insincere and pre 
tentious.

Particularly pretentious is the subtitle: 
“An Historical Novel: 1940-1942." If this is 
an historical] novel, so is any other novel 
you can name, and it is sheer irresponsibil- 
ity to debase the term in order to sell the 
book. 

Pethaps an advertising man, and not Mrs. 
Janeway, is to blame for this impertinence, 
and practically everyone agrees that some- 
thing should be done about advertising men. 

Something should also be done about au- 
thors, especially those who, not having to 
write a book, write one anyhow. The re- 
sult is just such shallow, presumptuous and 
indecisive books as this. If it succeeds, it 
will do so by means of an advertising cam- 
paign that is just as shallow and pre- 
sumptuous, but much more decisive, and 
not because it has much intrinsic merit.

A Biased Report on Trouble Areas

supported Gen. Bor’s uprising in Warsaw, 
in which thousands of lives were sacrificed 
for an abortive coup d'etat on behalf of 
the-phony Polish Government-in-Exile—etc., 
etc., etc. 

Since the author had just returned from 
a tour of the countries he examines, hav- 
ing visited them as the agent of an Ameri- 
can relief agency, it might be expected that 
his account would take the form of a news 
report. It is, instead, a group of editorials. 
Mr. Dennen is exceedingly skillful at edi- 
torial writing. He makes his pieces march 
with the quick step of incisive reasoning; 
he makes them persuade with deft -docu- 
mentation; he makes them moving with 
the force of his intellectual conviction. But 
alas! for his conclusions.

F irst Things First

N our effort to settle the war, we are making the great strategica} 


error which, happily, we avoided in waging the war. 
persing our strength on sideshows in the secondary theaters ‘in-

stead of concentrating first of all on the central and primary ob- 


jective. 


In Europe, thanks largely to 
Gen. Marshall, we never lost sight 
of the fact that the war would be 
won only when the German Army 
was defeated and, holding fast to 
that conception, we refused to let 
our forces be diverted to smaller 
indecisive campaigns in the Bal- 
kans and the Near East, however 
plausible and pressing politically, 
which did not bring us to grips 
with the central power of Ger- 
many. 

But since Potsdam, and indeed 
in considerable degree since Yalta, 
we have lost sight of the main is- 
sue in Europe. which is the Ger 
man settlement, and have drifted 
into secondary disputes all around 
the edges of Europe. 


Germany Is the Problem. 


We may have been right as rain 
about such questions as Trieste, 
the Italian colonies, the Romanian 
Government and the Bulgarian 
elections; they were nevertheless 
not the questions which deserved 
to come fifst, and the real reason 
we got nowhere in settling them is 
that they cannot be settled until a 
basic German settlement has been 
agreed to. 

Many explanations have been of- 
fered for the failure of the Lon- 
don Conference. The true explana- 
tion, I submit, :s that the London 
Conference dealt with the wrong 
subjects. It was like a conference 
of creditors trying to decide wheth- 
er John Smith, who has just been 
through an earthquake, a fire and 
a flood, should pay $10.72 to his 
grocer or $9.36: to his butcher. 
Among the spectators, the ideolo- 
gists of vegetarianism were hot 
for paying the grocer. 

Surely it is evident that these 
Balkan and Eastern European 
questions are subordinate to the 
German question. How, for ex- 
ample, can there be elections free 
from foreign influence as long as 
the Red Army is all over the 
place? Yet how can the Red Army 
withdraw from Eastern Europe 
until there is a German settlement 
which can be enforced without 
great unwieldy masses of troops” 


Some Essential Decisions. 


How can there be any kind of 
orderly reconstruction on the con- 
tinent of Europe until it is settled 
what Germany is to produce, is to 
export and is to import? It is all 
very well for Mr. Bevin, seconded 
by Mr. Byrnes, to protest about 
bilateralism between Hungary and 
the Soviet Union, but what else 
can they expect when they have 
not made up their minds about 
Germany, which was the chief 
economic supplier of Central 
Europe? 

How would anyone go about 
reconverting the United States to 
peace if, between the Ohio and the 
Mississippi, no one knew what it 
was possible and what it was per- 
missible to produce, to buy and 
to sell? 

Gen. Eisenhower wrote to- the 
President on Oct. 26 reminding 
him of an agreement made last 
summer under which the Army 
would be relieved of the duty of 
governing Germany, the responsi- 
bility given to civilians and the 
Army confined to its “true func- 
tion” which is to provide the “re- 
serve force and power” to enforce 
regulations and policy. It is a 


striking commentary on how these 
great matters have been allowed 
to drift that a soldier should have 
to remind the civil authority about 
the true function of an army. 

In carrying out the agreement, 
which the President has _re- 
affirmed, the Administration wil! 
need to reconsider radically the 
whole occupation system, It might 
well begin by asking itself wheth- 
er there is any prospect of our 
being able and willing to continue 
very much longer to keep several 
hundred thousand ordinary troops 
on garrison duty in Germany. 


Army Planning Needed. 


The answer is that there is no 
prospect. The kind of army we 
have in Germany was not re- 
cruited, was not trained and is 
inherently unfitted for garrison 
duty. It cannot be kept there very 
much longer. It cannot be eftfec- 
tive while it is there if its only 
interest is to come home, Long 
before it democratizes the Ger- 
mans, it will demoralize itself, . 

This was foreseen and foretold 
long ago by many among us. The 
War Department, which was So bril- 
liantly ingenious and resourceful 
in developing co-ordinated special- 
ized task forces in the war, has 
shown no imagination about de- 
veloping specialized task forces to 
carry out its mission in Germany. 
It has just left a combat army 
composed of young civilians to sit 
around in Germany waiting for .a 
ship to take them home. 

Surely the men who planned the 
landing in Normandy ought to be 
able to draw up a plan for a 
nolice foree whichis recruited 
from men who are prepared to stay 
in Europe, and will be paid well for 
staying, which is trained specially 
for its mission, which is small 
and compact enough to be man- 
ageable and to have its own 
esprit de corps, which is equipped 
with all the planes, armored ve- 
hicles, devices .nd weapons to 
move irresistibly and swiftly any- 
where in Germany. 


A Job for Germans. 


As an anonymous member of 
the R.A.F., writing in this month’s 
Harper’s Magazine, put it, “to 
apply our force correctly in Ger- 
many ... it is not in the least 
necessary to have a bored GI 
wandering around the streets of 
Frankfurt.” 

With such a different type of 
armed force, a different kind of 
contro] of Germany would nat- 
urally follow. The control would be 
based on the principle, not of gov- 
erning Germany, but of compelling 
the Germans to bear that unat- 
tractive responsibility, of telling 
them what they may not do within 
Germany, what they must deliver 
out of Germany, what they may 
receive into Germany, and then of 
arresting, trying and punishing 
individual Germans who violate 
the code. 

What we must avoid is com- 
plexity in our demands and prohi- 
bitions and in our methods of con- 
trol and enforcement. For the sys- 
tem will not last if it is not sim- 
ple, and the Germans will never 
learn to govern themselves, or face 
up to the consequences of aggres- 
sion, if—in the guise of occupying 
and reforming them—we relieve 
them of their responsibility for 
Germany.

The two numbers which ex- 
pressed the conductor’s intention 
of meeting the audience more than 
halfway were the “Warsaw Con- 
certo” by the English composer 
Richard Addinsell and Ferde 
Grofe’s “Grand Canyon Suite.” 
The concerto proved to be no more 
than adequate background music 
for a film, which is what is was 
intended for. Without the film, 
it was just so much imitation 
Rachmaninoff. The “Grand Can- 
yon Suite” is a clever orchestra- 
tion of the obvious, The orches- 
tra performed both in a spirit of 
virtuosity. 

Mr. Kostelanetz introduced the 
proceedings with a meticulously 
balanced presentation of Mozart’s 
“Eine Kleine Nachtmusik.” The 
audience was large enough to fill 
almost the entire seating capacity 
and was extremely responsive.

St. Louls is taking a leading 


‘place in reducing juvenile delin- 
quency, largely through the activi- 
| ties of the Police Department's 
|Juvenile Division, the annual re- 
‘port of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners for the fiscal year end- 
ing March 31, said today. 

| The report, submitted to the 
|\Board. of Aldermen, points out 
‘that during the year 1943-44 St. 
| Louis was the only city in its 
‘population class to havea reduced 
‘delinquency rate. Last year this 
figure was further reduced by 40.7 
| Per cent and credit is given the 
|Juvenile division, staffed by 16 po- 
llicemen and four policewomen. 
The report adds that the St. Louis 
record is especially significant in 
icomparison with national crime 
Statistics, which show that the 
‘most frequent arrests in any male 
}age group is in the 17 to 19 year 
|otd group. 

A total of 2319 persons were 
charged with gambling, the report 
|stated, while convictions numbered 
| 291. 

Total arrests by the department 
for the year were 65,152, of which 
'36,618 were state cases and 28- 
534 city cases. This represents a 
gradual reduction from 82,365 in 
ithe previous fiscal period and 96,- 
718 two years ago. Laborers led 
‘the list of occupations among 
males arrested with 18,001. Other 
‘high occupational groups included 
‘chauffeurs, 4375, and _ soldiers, 
(3496. In the non-arrest, or low 
‘brackets, were confectioners, cigar 
/makers, saddlers, teamsters, teleg- 
‘raphers, weavers and -surgeons.

Our beatings never stopped at 
Karenko. Some of the enlisted 
men were slugged as Many as 
three times every day, and it be- 
came a rare sight to find one 
whose eyes were not blacked, nose 
mashed or head and body full of 
lumps. 

Our men were beaten, sometimes 
with rifle butts, for many unde- 
termined infractions of rules — 
rules we often did not know about 
until we found ourselves breaking 
them. The Jap rules often were 
made up on the spur of the mo- 
ment. 

One of the cruelest beatings was 
the one taken by Lieut. Gen. Sir 
L. M. Heath, a grand and decent 
man. He had been quite badly 
wounded in the first World War. 
About three inches of bone had 
been removed from his left arm 
between the elbow and shoulder. 
His left arm simply hung by its 
flesh and muscle. To relieve the 
drag upon this tissue, Gen. Heath 
had small loops sewn on the left 
lower pocket of his blouse. He 
would fit his fingers into the loops 
to support his arm. 

A Jap private watched him ap- 
proach one day. Gen, Heath S8a- 
luted as correctly as any man 
could salute, but the private pre- 
tended to believe that Heath had 
saluted while his left hand was in

The Jap raised his gun and beat 
Gen. Heath unmercifully over the 
head and face with the barrel of

The officer’s life was spared, but 
he was placed in one of the soli- 
tary confinement cells for days, 
with next to no food. There were 
no beds in any of these cells. Men 
placed in solitary were forced to 
remain standing in the frigid little 
rooms from 6 a.m, until 9 p.m. 
every day, day after day. Most 
of them had to be dragged out 
when their sentences were fin- 
ished,

Maintz, about eight miles away. 
Wiesbaden has no factories and 
was never a military center. 
Maintz had important army in- 
stallations and war plants. The 
scars of the raid are visible in 
every block. The inhabitants are 
laboring industriously to clear 
away the debris. 

Outside American Army stores, 
there is not for sale a single 
match in all Wiesbaden, There 
are no Cigarettes, cigars or pipe 
tobaccg. There is no sugar and 
even ersatz coffee has _ disap- 
peared. A waiter at the Gruener 
Wald Hotel, where Allied war cor- 
respondents are quartered, showed 
me a coupon for a suit of clothes 
which he had carried four years 
without being able to redeem it. 
Another related that his wife re- 
cently visited 15 shops in a vain 
quest for a pair of children’s 
shoes. Long ago German men gave 
up linen collars for paper ones. 
They were allowed six every four 
weeks. For the last three months 
there have been no paper collars. 
Ration Scale for Germans. 

UNRRA does not feed German 
civilians, but provides for dis- 
placed persons a diet of 2300 
calories a day, or about twice the 
figure for Germans, at least those 
in this section of the country. The 
meat ration is less than one pound 
a month, or around half an ounce 
per day. It is usuallv beef, for 
there are virtually no pork and 
veal. There is a certain quantity 
of fish taken from the Rhine. 
Poultry has vanished from the 
markets. The monthly ration of 
butter or fats is two-thirds of a 
pound; cheese, one-eighth of a 
pound, and macaroni or spaghetti, 
one pound, 

The people of Wiesbaden live 
partly on bread but mostly on po- 
tatoes. Other vegetables are ex- 
tremely rare. The bread allow- 
ance is four pounds a month, but 
each adult will be allowed 300 Ibs. 
of potatoes for the winter. The 
winter fuel ration for families is 
600 pounds of coal and half a ton 
of wood. Children under four 
receive one-eighth of a liter of full 
milk a day. When they can get 
it, and when it does not sour for 
want of refrigeration, adults are 
supposed to have the same quan- 
tity. of skimmed milk each day. 

The people of this district have 
the pallid faces and listless mo- 
tions of those who for years have 
been undernourished. Children 
with complexions of wax and thin 
legs and arms have learned to 
haunt in crowds the American 
post exchanges. They seize one’s 
coattails or trouser legs and beg 
piteously for chewing gum and 
candy. I found it a genuine or-

I'm Forever Blowing 


Bubbles, Etc. Etc.

OME enchanting things have turned up in 
S the way of-postwar products and one of the 
most popular so far appears to be, of all 
things, bubbles. Sternly casting aside the dark 
thought that there 
might be something 
prophetic in the 
fact, we dropped in 
to see Miss Arlayne 
(Bubbles) Brown, 
who spends her 
days producing 
bubbles down at 
Woolworth’s and 
consequently is 
pretty close to the 
bubble situation. 


We found Miss 

Brown, a pleasant- 

faced blonde in her 

twenties, calmly 

producing bubbles. 

Bubbles and bubbles and bubbles. There is, we 
discovered, something fascinating and a trifle 
hypnotic about watching bubbles emerge, drift 
gently away and then disappear with a small, 
Slightly damp plop! People stop, gaze at the 
floating bubbles for a while, and move along 
with a different and slightly vacant look in their 


eyes. 
* * * 


SHAKING OURSELF out of the spell, we 
talked to Miss Brown about bubbles and learned 
that St. Louis is about as bubble-happy as the 
rest of the country. When Woolworth’s got their 
first shipment of bubble-making equipment, she 
said, they didn’t know so much about it, but the 


word soon spread and they sold all they had. Now 
they’re on their second shipment. Everyone knows 
about it now, she says, so all she has to do is 
stand there and make bubbles to call attention 
to the stuff. 

Miss Brown is the store’s official demonstrator 
and as such it is her duty to demonstrate any 
new product or gadget that the store is trying 
to push. This may include anything from spot 
remover to a new can opener. She is just a wee 
bit surprised to find herself making bubbles but 
she takes it in her stride. She starts making 
bubbles when the store opens and continues 
until it closes at night. She wouldn’t even con- 
sider wondering how many bubbles she has pro- 
duced in the past couple of weeks, but she 
agrees it’s a good thing bubbles don’t last any 
longer than they do. She does know that one 
jar of the stuff, when used constantly, will last 
about three hours, and she has used up a lot of 
jars of it. : 


ee 


YOU DON’T have to watch her long to realize 
that she is no ordinary bubble maker. She can 
make them both forehand and backhand and 
when she gets tired making them those ways 
she can blow them. In fact, she has three dif- 
ferent ways of making them, just to relieve the 
monotony. She makes them by waving the little 
metal hoop around in the air for a while, and 
when she gets tiresome she blows them out of 
the hoop. And when her arm and lungs get 
tired, she has a small electric fan turned sky- 
ward, and she holds the loop above that and lets 
the fan blow the bubbles. 

“Kids get a big bang out of them,” she says, 
“especially the babies, who try to catch them. 
But we sell as much to grown-ups as we do to 
kids. Soldiers and sailors particularly. Just 
yesterday four sailors stopped and watched me, 
then they all bought a bottle and walked out 
of the store trying to make bubbles.” 
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MISS BROWN made some more bubbles, then’ 
with a cloth she wiped up some of the slightly 
sticky, slightly oily fluid from which the bubbles 
are made. “The stuff doesn’t hurt anything,” 
she said. “You can wash it off with a damp 
cloth, but it’s probably best not to get it on your 
clothes or on the furniture.” At this point four 
young boys came along and, fascinated by the 
bubbles, planted themselves so squarely in front 
of Miss Brown that she couldn’t make bubbles. 
“You'll have to get out of my way,” she told 
them. “I can’t make bubbles with you standing 
s0 close.” The boys stepped back and she made 
a truly beautiful bevy of bubbles. The boys 
watched with open mouths, Then they wandered 
away. Miss Brown and I just watched the 
bubbles together for a while. Then she said 
something. about it being strange to find herself 
making bubbles after 15 years in the show 
business, 
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WE SHOOK OURSELF out of the spell again. 
Tt developed that Miss Brown is one of the best 
pistol shots in the country. When she was 12 
and 13 and 14 years old she was winning medals 
all over the United States in competition with 
men, and she had scrap books filled with stories 
and awards, and a fine collection of pistols. She 
didn’t tell me all this, however.” We were still 
watching the bubbles. I read up on her later. 
She used to be written up frequently in the St. 
Louis papers as the child prodigy of pistol 
shooting. 

By this time Miss Brown was demonstrating 
how, after you have made a string of bubbles, 
you can catch them again on the wand, She 
can catch one on one side of the wand and then 
catch another on the other side. She can also 
split a playing card at 45 feet, firing backwards 
between her knees. 

“I was with Barnum and Bailey,” she told us, 
“and when things get normal again I’m going 
back with the circus. The sawdust,” she said as 
she watched a particularly handsome bubble, “it 
gets in your blood. You never forget it.” 

That’s what we like about this business. Both 
the bubbles and the sawdust.

An Associated Press writer in 
Atlantic City allowed this ludi- 
crous wording to mar an other- 
wise moving story about a wound- 
ed serviceman: “His hands 
twitched as he lit a cigarette with 
artificial limbs.” I have no idea 
what it was he was trying to say. 

This sentence in an item from

charges against the Democratic 
candidate, Gen. O’Dwyer. One of 
the New York papers, too, changed 
its backing from the Democratic 
candidate to the No Deal candi- 
date. I have read both the gov- 
ernor’s speech and the newspaper 
editorial explaining its change. I 
have great respect for the edito- 
rial writer as a historian. I doubt 
if he is quite as good a practical 
politician. 
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MY OWN REACTION to the 
accusations which have 
made during the past few days is 
that they have been largely po- 
litical accusations. They are per- 
haps not entirely untrue; but put 
in their proper context and with 
all of the circumstances out in the 
open, they would present a very 
difficult picture to the public eye. 

The obvious expectation would 
be that a candidate would 
promptly refute any accusations 
which he could categorically deny, 
or at least that he would try to 
explain his side of the question. 

For those who did not change 
their vote, I should like to say a 
few comforting words. The strong 
man does not rush to denye accu- 
sations. He relies upon what is 
known about him and upon the 
future, very often, to prove his 
integrity. People who make ex- 
planations are less likely to be 
sure in their own hearts that they 
are invulnerable, The public is en- 
titled to the truth, but it is some- 
times entitled to proof of what is 
truth through action, I think Gen. 
O’Dwyer knows his enemies and 
the enemies of good government 
well, and I think the future will 
prove that he knows how to fight 
them, 


. * * 

TAMMANY HALL was organ- 
ized by some of the finest of New 
York City’s citizens. In fact, it 
promoted art and music in its 
early days. But then the finest 
citizens got a little discouraged 
with dealing with human nature 
as it appears in the problems of 
city government. Perhaps it re- 
quires more tough-mindedness and 
more familiarity with both good 
and bad human beings to cope 
with the varieties of people that 
one must meet and work with in 
a city like New York.

* almost everywhere is the canned 


pork loaf. Fortunately there are 
a number of ways to make deli- 
cious dishes out of this product. 
It can be drizzled with honey, 
stuck with cloves and baked until 
it is as browned and glazed as 
a beautifully done ham. It can be 
cut into thin slices and frizzled 
until browned and curled .at the 
edges. Or it can be cubed and 
browned. This browning does 
much to improve the flavor. The 
fat around the loaf should also 
be removed from the tin and used 
in cooking because it has an ex- 
cellent flavor. If you are against 
that then be sure to put it with 
your salvaged fat. We still need 
fat in this reconversion period as 
much as we needed it in wartime.

One 12-ounce can _ luncheon 
meat, one tablespoon margarine 
or butter, two tablespoons coarsely 
diced onion, one and one-half head 
of cabbage shredded, two table- 
spoons flour, one cup milk, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt. 

Cut luncheon meat in cubes and 
brown in skillet for five minutes, 
Add butter and onion and saute 
for two minutes.

Mothers: Keep Steady, Patient 


Children's Ability to Get Along With Long-Absent Father Depends on You 


Prepared by the Staff of the 
Child Study Association 
of America, Inc. 


(Second of two articles. The first 
appeared in yeSterday’s Every- 
day Magazine.) 

Sy HEN there’s a hero in the 
W tamity one is likely to forget 
that he’s also human. 
Finding out that Dad, besides 
being big and wonderful, also has 
moods, that he can sometimes be 
impatient and cross, may not be 
what the children have bargained 
for. And no matter how much 
you may explain, the children are 
likely to be disappointed when 
they find that he doesn’t exist just 

for them alone, 

The children’s ability to get 
along with their real father in- 
stead of their dream father will 
depend a lot on your being able 
to keep steady and patient. They 
are likely to need more under- 
standing after Dad gets home. 
Here is a typical incident: 

David, 3 years old, and his 
mother spent all their time to- 
gether while his father was away. 
David was happy and good most 
of the time. He learned to dress 
and undress himself. He played 
alone for an hour or so while his 
mother did her work. He kept his 
bed dry. 

After Daddy came, David be- 
came quite a baby again. He was 
whiney and demanded constant 
Attention. He had to be fed and 
dressed and for a while he started 
wetting again. David's parents 
were wise—they didn’t punish 
him or shame or scold him. They 
were patient and realized that it 
was hard for DaVid to give up 
his secure little world with just 
himself and his mother. After a 
while David got used to his dad's 
being there, too; he got used to 
sharing his mother with him and 
began to give up his baby ways. 
Soon he became an independent 
3-year-old boy again. 

Children need to feel that their 
parents go on being good-humored 
and loving, even when they act 
naughty or sullen. They will need 
you to smooth out the rough 
spots. They will need you to see 
when trouble is coming and do 
something about it before it 
breaks, Especially they will need 
help in getting acquainted with 
their fathers, in finding work and 
play together, — 

When a child is having a good 
time with his father—-when they 
are having a good talk, or play- 
ing a game, or making something, 
or just loafing happily—this is not 
the time to interrupt. When a fa- 
ther and child have been separat- 
ed a long time, this kind of get- 
ting acquainted may be more im- 
portant for several months than 
the correct hours of sleep, home- 
work or other duties.

The first days at home may pre- 
sent some special problems. They 
usually do. When a soldier thinks 
about home, he pictures it as a 
haven of rest and peace. He may 
have forgotten what normal fam- 
ily life really is. 

For instance, Johnny is older 
now, and slams the door with a 
loud bang as he rushes in for his 
football. (Johnny isn’t aware that 
Dad, like many other men just 
home from the battlefields, may 
not like sudden loud noises.) Dad 
may also not relish the gang play- 
ing in the back yard. 

Or it may upset Dad when he 
hears the baby crying, especially 
at night. (The baby may be more 
difficult for a while too, because 
of all the extra excitement in the 
house.)

But most of all, your husband 
may be disappointed that the chil- 
dren and the household take up so 
much of your time, and you don’t 
seem to have much left for him. It 
takes a lot of juggling to smooth 
it all out.

mother or a neighbor to help out 
with the children for a while so 
you can go off with your husband 
by yourselves occasionally. 


Gradually the children will get 
to understand what Dad doesn’t 
like, and why. Perhaps they can 
learn to save some of their high 
spirits for out-of-doors, 

Dad, too, will get used to a 
home and family, after a while, 
and to the way the children play. 
Some of this, he’s just forgotten. 
Some of it is new to him, because 
the children are older and differ- 
ent now. 

You'll sometimes feel like a dip- 
lomat or a circus-master, with 
three rings going on at once. 
Family life is always more or less 
like this, war or peace. There’s 
never a dull moment, It will help 
if you and your husband remind 
yourselves of this every once in 
a while. Then you can relax and 
enjoy the pleasant times that go 
with the annoying ones. 

What about your feelings in all 
this? Can the experience of other 
wives help you here? 

There are two things to look out 
for. You may be the kind of 
woman who’s found it so satis- 
factory to be the “man of the 
house” that you keep it up when 
your husband comes back. You 
may find it hard to give up your 
authority. 

On the other hand, you may be 
so glad to be relieved of all these 
responsibilities that you give up 
completely and expect your hus- 
band to take over all the big and 
little things right away. You may 
want him to discipline the chil- 
dren, handle your mother-in-law 
and settle disputes with the 
tradespeople before he has had a 
chance to turn around, 

There's a safe course 
where between the two. 

Who is more important—parents 
or children? 

The answer of course is both. 
No one comes first. Family life 
means a place for everyone ac- 
cording to his needs. 

Of course, since it’s the man 
who has been away in the service 
so long, he may have a natural 
desire for special privileges when 
he first comes home and expect 
to get what he wants when he 
wants it. But neither he nor any- 
one else needs to be treated as 
“special” forever.

Children want fathers who are 
real fathers. This means that they 
want fathers who can control 
them as well as play with them, 
and play with them too, of course. 


Family life is not at all like 
life in barracks. It cannot be run 
by a drill sergeant who. barks 
commands while the children 
jump to attention. What is good 
discipline in the army is not going 
to work at home at all. It’s all 
very well for a father to play top 
sergeant to his children so long as 
it remains just a game. But if he 
should start playing it in earnest 
there will be trouble. 


You may be able to help your 
husband discover that there are 
better and more effective ways of 
controlling children than by just 
punishing them when they’re bad 
or rewarding them when they're 
good, If your children feel that 
you both love them and _ treat 
them fairly, that will make them 
be “good” more than anything 
else.

There will be fathers coming 
home who may never have seen 
their two or three-year-old child. 
There will be older children who 
can hardly remember their fa- 
thers; he has been just a picture 
on the dresser. 

When Daddy first comes he may 
seem very big or frightening, and 
altogether strange to them, The 
fact that this “stranger’’ occupies 
a place of importance in the 
household and claims his mother’s 
time and attention will be hard 
for a child to understand. Instead 
of the wonderful hero that he’s 
dreamed about a child may come 
to feel that his Daddy is really an 
intruder. Life may seem harder 
after he comes instead of pleas- 
anter, 

Your job is to understand what 
your child is feeling to realize 
what it means to be three or six 
or 10 and suddenly find a stranger 
at the head of your home. And 
you need to understand your hus- 
band too—to realize how it feels 
to come home after months or 
years and find the children you 
love so much behaving in an un- 
friendly way. 

When you understand all this, 
you will be able to help your hus- 
band realize why he must win his 
way with his child all over again. 
And why he must not rush it. It 
will be better if he does not de- 
mand attention, respect or affec 
tion from them, but first makes 
friends with them, and gradually 
re-establishes his place of import- 
ance,

There was nothing to the play 
—~-West led trumps to prevent any 
diamond ruffing, and the seven- 
heart sacrifice contract was de 
feated 1100 points, less South’s 150 
honors. 


This was not a bad bargain for 
North-South, since they had 
stopped a vulnerable slam, but 
from the East-West point of view 
the outcome was even more satis- 
factory, because they had escaped 
the dangerous pitfall of persisting 
to a grand slam in spades and los- 
ing every vestige of profit. 

Both East and West bid well, 
but the latter particularly distin- 
guished himself. I commend his 
individual bids and passes, as well 
as his final double, to my readers’ 
attention. Let’s analyze: 


1 diamond 
Pass 
5 spades 


The diamond opening, though 
entirely justified, was light; so 
despite the good support for East’s 
spade suit, shown by a jump re- 
sponse, West logically remained 
silent over three hearts. (Inci- 
dentally, South might have bought 
the contract cheaper by jumping 
to four or five hearts.) After East 
cue-bid hearts, however, to show 
control and further confirm pos- 
session of a powerhouse, West 
came in freely over South’s five- 
heart interference bid to announce 
readiness to support the spade 
sult. 


On the next round West made 
the correct forcing pass to South's 
obvious sacrifice bid of six hearts. 
This pass told East that it was all 
right with West if six spades were 
bid, but when East took that ac- 
tion and South still persisted in 
saving,- West felt sure that his 
side had gone as far as it could 
with safety, hence he doubled as 
a vital warning against a grand 
Slam in spades.
